TOUR ок THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


2.- The programme sketched in paragraph 12 of the last Annual Report was revised 
in accordance with instructions of the Government of India conveyed in G.O., 
No. 824, Public, dated 17th November 1906, and submitted with my letter No. 570, 
dated 28th November 1906. This programme could not be carried out in its entirety in 
consequence of my visit to Calcutta and Sarnath to meet the Director-General of 
Archeology and the Epigraphist to the Government of India, sanctioned by G.O., 
№. 109, Public, dated 5th February 1907, and G.O., -No. 128, Publie, dated 12th 
Е "'ebruary 1907, Slight alterations had also to be made in the programme, in conse- 
quence of the detention of my Assistant Мг. Subrahmanya Aiyer as juror in the Court 
of the Additional Sessions Judge at Ootacamund. І had to wait for him at Chittoor 
for about à week after the Christmas holidays, andthis interval I utilized in examining 
a number of villages in the vicinity. Kánippákkam, Yadamari, Vélküru, Kalavagunta 
and Pulikal were inspected. Patalapattu in the North Arcot district was added to the 
programme and visited by me in expectation of finding Bana inscriptions. The 
vicinity of Pütalapattu was also examined with the same object. А few Vijayanagara 
inscriptions of no particular importance were all that could be found and impressions 
of them were prepared.

TouRs UNDERTAKEN BY THE ESTABLISHMENT. 


3. In aecordanee with a requisition from the Distriet Judge of Vizagapatam 
made at the request of the plaintiffs in O.S. No. 18 of 1908, Mr. Krishna Sastri 
proceeded to Amarávati in the Guntur district to copy an inscription. His journey (0: 
Amarávati was approved in G.O., No. 410, Public, dated 1st June 1906. He started 
on the 13th September and returned on the 22nd idem with impressions of the 
inscription of which the plaintiffs wanted to file a copy. A transcript was made of 
it and an authentieated copy forwarded to the District Judge with one set of 
impressions. 


Mr. Krishna Sastri started on his regular tour on the 11th November 1906 and 
copied inscriptions in the Cuddapah district until the 13th December, when he joined 
me at Punganir. He returned to head-quarters on the 4th January 1907. Mr. 
Venkoba Rao’s tour began on the 10th October 1906 and he inspected a number of 
villages in the Madura and е districts. He returned to Ootaeamund on the 
lith January 1907. Мг. К. У. Subrahmanya Aiyar left Ootacamund on the 8th 
August 1906 on his first tour and visited Anaimalai, Máügulam and Kiladi near 
Silaimán i in the Madura distriet. He then went to Madras and the Seven Pagodas 
and subsequently copied inscriptions in the South Arcot district. On his way back 
he went to Danáyakankóttai in the Coimbatore district and returned to head-quarters 
on the 14th October 1906. After the Christmas Holidays he joined me at Patalapattu. 
* During my absence in Northern India he copied ‘inscriptions in the Pudukkéttai 
State and the Tinnevelly district and joined me again at Tiruvadamarudar. 


Tur Хкдв'з Work. 


4. The preparation of the Annual Report for 1905-06 and the correction of 
_several proofs of it kept me and the establishment engaged until the 12th June 1906. 
Three articles were drawn up by me for publication, viz.—. __ 
(1) Є Two Uttaramallür inscriptions of Parántaka I.” for the Director- 
General’s Annual for 1904-05. 


(2) * Ambásamudram inscription of Varaguna-Mahárája " for the Epigraphia 
Indica, Vol. IX. 
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(3) Є Grámam inscription of Parántaka I." for the Director-General’s Annual 
for 1905-06. 


Proofs of the Epigraphia Indica occupied a considerable portion of our time, 
though not to the same extent as in the previous year. Preliminary transcripta were 
made of about 400 epigraphs on stone as well as of two Pándya eopper-plates brought 
to light by Mr. Venkoba Rao. The Chóla and Pandya dates discovered in the 
previous year were examined and transcripts of them submitted to Professor Kielhorn 
for verification. The index of Vol. VIII. of the Epigraphia Indica was begun and 
completed in accordance with G.O., Nos. $65-67, Public, dated 4th December 1906. 
As I returned.to head-quarters somewhat later than usual, I could not take up the _ 
examination of the tickets of the index, which are now being copied in alphabetieal 
order. As soon asa elean copy is made, it will be sent to the Calcutta Press and I shall 
check the entries in the first proof. Impressions of the stone inscriptions collected by 
Mr. Butterworth in the Nellore district (numbering more than 900) had been sent 
to me in 1905-06. These were all examined during the period under report and 
identified with the help of the texts printed in the volume of Nellore inscriptions 
edited by Messrs. Butterworth and Venugopaul Chetty. The printed texta of them 
were in doubtful eases ehecked with the impressions and an article on the ancient 
history of Nellore was attempted. The paper is now in an advanced stage and will 
be completed soon after this report is despatched, and published in the Indian 
Antiguary. Impressions of two of the copper-plates printed in the Nellore volume 
(Nos. 7 and 8 of appendix A) were taken and furnished to Professor Hultzsch, at his 
request, for publication in the Epigraphia Indica. The originals of six Vijayanagara 
grants published in the same volume, which had to de deposited in the Madras Museum, 
were obtained from the Collector of Nellore, and mechanical copies of them were 
prepared for reference (Nos. 1 to 6 of appendix А). 


CONSERVATION. 


9. Under this head the following items deserve to be noted :— 


| (1) The Collector’s cutcherry buildings at Nellore are being demolished and 
the inscribed stones built into them—ten in number found so far—have been taken 
out by the Public Works Department for conservation. Mr. Butterworth very kindly 
gave me intimation of the demolition, and orders were issued in the Public Works 
Department, at my request, directing the conservation of the inscribed stones. 


(2) The Executive Engineer, North Arcot division, asked me if the Kónár 
temple (i.e. the ruined Vishnu temple called Góvindapádi i in its inscriptions) at Tiru- 
mâlpuram in the Walajanagar tiluka was worthy of conservation, He was informed 
that the temple contained ancient Chôla inscriptions and that it probably came into 
existence about the end of the 9th century A.D. From an epigraphical point of 
view the temple is certainly worthy of conservation. 


(3) The temple at Laddigam in the Рийрапйг Zamindári of the North. Arcot 
district was built during the reign of the Chéla king Kulóttunga I. (A.D. 1070 to 
1118) and deserve? to be conserved. 


(4) At Minikibanda in the same Zamindári is а rock containing an inscription 
of Kulóttuhga I. Quarryi ing for stone bas been going on in the vicinity of the rock for 
a pretty long time. This is dangerous and must therefore be puta stopto. I personally 
spoke to the Zamindár of Punganür about items (3) and (1) and he promised to issue 
the necessary orders. The Collector of North Arcot was also subsequently aldressed 
on the point. 

(5) The central shrine of the SivayOganáthasvámin temple at Tiruviáilür in 
the Tanjore district probably came into existence during the period of Pandya ascen- 
daney in the Tamil country and may be assigned roughly to the 9th century on 
epigraphical gr ounds. The gópura of the temple was built by the Chóla king Vikrama- 
Chóla (No. 52 of 1907). I would recommend the inclusion of the temple under 
proteeted monuments, if arrangements cannot be made for its conservation at the 
publie expense. 
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6. In the following cases аана threatened with destruction were copied on 
receipt of intimation :— 


. (1) The old ruined temple near Silaimán Railway station in the Madura 
district was proposed to be rebuilt by the villagers. The inscriptions on the base- 
ment, which was intact, have been copied (Nos. 447 to 449 of 1906). 


(2) At Grámam in the South Arcot district is an ancient Siva temple (now . 
called Sivalókanátba) which is being rebuilt. All the inscriptions found on its walls 
have been eopied (Nos. 180 to 198 of 1906). 


(3) On a casual visit to the ruined Siva temple at Pérangiyür in the South 
Arcot district in December 1905 I was informed that there was a proposal to rebuild 
‘it. АП the inscriptions found on its walls have been copied during the period under 
review (Nos. 199 to 220 of 1906). 


(4) Information having been received from the Tahsildar of Trichinopoly that 
the Pafichavarnéévara temple at Uraiyür is to be rebuilt shortly, all the inscriptions 
found in it have been copied and the temple authorities have been fnstructed to number 
and arrange the inscribed stones in some order. The Collector has been requested to 
prohibit the practice followed in the JambukéSvaram and Kilambil temples of using 
some of the inseribed stones in the new buildings and throwing away the rest. 


(5) At Eyil in the South Areot district the Jainas asked the Collector for 
permission to use the stones of the Siya temple for repairing their own. The Collector 
called upon the Hindus to put the Siva temple in order within a year on pain of its 
being treated as an escheat and àt the same time reported to me the existence of 
inscriptions on its walls. These have all been copied (Nos. 221 to 232 of 1906). 


(6) Intimation was received from the Tahsildar of Trichinopoly that the temple 
at Tiruppátturai was proposed to be repaired. I inspected the temple and ascertained 
that the proposals had not quite matured. But impressions were at once prepared of 
the more important inscriptions and the temple authorities were informed that pre- 
vious intimation should be given to the Tahsildar as soon as the repairs were finally. 
decided upon. 


. (7) Mr. C. A. Innes, Т.С.$., Revenue officer of the Bhavani project, very 
kindly wrote to me about the fort, temples and inscriptions at Danayakankéttai in the. 
Coimbatore district. He said: “ Inside the fort aretwo ancient temples and there is 
a third about half a mile away in the jungle. They аге all in ruins more or less and 
in a few years’ time I hope that g will be submerged beneath one of the Bhaváni 
project reservoirs . . . . Round the walls of two of the temples 
are very long and, І imagine, very important inscriptions . . . . Now is your 
time, for I have just had a path cleared to all the temples through the prickly -реаг.” 
All the inscriptions found at the place were copied (Nos. 436 to 446 of 1906) and a 
note based on a preliminary study of them furnished to Mr. Innes. 


NATIVE STATES. 


7. During the period under review inscriptions were copied in the Pudukkóttai 
State with the permission of the Dewan-in-Council obtained through the kind offices. 
of the Collector of Trichinopoly. Jt is proposed to carry on operations during the 
ensuing year in this State as weil as in Cochin. 


"PUBLICATIONS... 


8. Of the Epigraphia Indica five parts have been ей during the year under 
review, viz. Parts ТУ, V, VI, and УП of Vol. VIII. and Part I of Vol. IX. Аз І 
have already remarked, the index of Vol. VIII. is being drawn up in my office. The 
expendituré from the Imperial grant on account of this journal amounted {о 
Rs. 1,642-0-2, 222. Rs. 890-3-3 for fac-simile plates, Rs. 657-7-1 to non-official 
contributors and Rs. 94-5-10 for miscellaneous charges. 
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CONTRAVENTION oF STANDING ORDERS. 


9. The ancient temple at Tiruvadamarudür in the Tanjore district has been under- 
going repair since December last. This fact came to the notice of my assistant 
Мг. К. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar,’who reported it to me soon after my return to Madras 
from Calcutta. I inspected the temple and found that a whole wall, which must have 
eontained a number of inscriptions, had been pulled down without any notice whatever 

>to me. Three of the outer walls as well as the central shrine remained intact at the 

time of my visit. The central shrine was found covered with a thick layer of chunam 
and the inscriptions on the three remaining walls would take nearly a month to copy. 
I wrote to the Collector of Tanjore bringing to his notice that the repairs of the 
temple had been begun without notice tome. As my field season was drawing 
to a close and I had to return to head-quarters as soon as possible in order tø examine 
the fresh materials collected during the year, I requested the Collector to persuade the 
trastee of the temple to postpone further demolition until the end of June, when I 
could depute one of my assistants to copy all the remaining inscriptions. 


TREASURE TROVE. 


10. The Tiruválangádu plates of the Chola king Rájéndra-Chóla I., whose discovery 
I announced in the last Annual Keport, have been declared by the District, Magigtrate 
of North Arcot to be ownerless under section 9 of the Treasure Trove Act. After the 
expiry of the period allowed for appeal, further orders under section 16 of the Act will 
be passed by him. 


The Taheildar of Gooty in the Anantapur district has reported that a copper-plate 
inseription was found by the village officers of Nilluléni-Timmapuram while digging 
foundation for the village chavadi. The plates have been sent to me for examination.

PART Il. 


Тнк Earst LirHic MONUMENTS OF THE TAMIL COUNTRY. 


In Southern India the earliest examples of architecture hitherto available are 
the monolithic caves at Trichinopoly, Vallam, Siyamangalam, Mahéndravádi, Dalavânůr 
and other places which probably came into existence in the 7th century A.D. 
{Annual Report for 1904-5, Part IL, paragraph 3). The rock-cut caves of the, 
Dakkan belong to a much earlier period. The use of natural caves on hill sides may 
be supposed to have preceded the period of the monolithic caves. The Hathigumpha 
eave in Orissa, for instance, is only a “ cavern of considerable extent which may have 
been slightly enlarged by art, though there is no distinct evidence that this was so” 
(Fergusson and Burgess’ Cave Temples of India, p. 66). Experts in ancient 
architecture believe that the Buddhists were the first to make use of permanent 
materials for building and sculptural purposes, and the followers of other Indian 
creeds subsequently .copied them. The idea of using natural caves for religious 
purposes must have been started by the Buddhists, whose creed makes it binding 
on the monks to resort to such out of the way places. The practice of making 
caverns fit for human occupation by slight alterations was probably an intermediate 
stage. To this period may be allotted the caverns which have beds cut into them. А 
natural cave of this description was discovered by Mr. L. А. Cammiade, Deputy 
Collector, at the village of Marugáltalai, 10 miles from Palamcottah in the Tinnevelly 
district and brought to my notice by Mr. D. T. Chadwick, I.C.S., Settlement Officer. 
Itis about the middle of the hill ealled 
Püviiudaiyár-malai, which has now got a 
number of shrines of village deities in different parts of it. Here is a small natural 
cave formed by two huge boulders, one overhanging the other. About 4 or 5 feet 
below the top, the overhanging rock appears to have been chiseiled to a length of 
about 10 yards. In the right top corner of the space thus cut out is a Pali 
inscription in characters resembling those of the ASdka edicts. At the left corner of 
the bottom of the cave are seven beds, each of which must have been meant for one 
man either to lean on or lie down. 


2. During the last field season my assistant Mr. К. У. Subrahmanya Aiyar, B.a., 
discovered a cavern with a РАН inscription at Anaimalai near Madura and four 
others at the village of Arittapatti near Mélür in the same district. АП the five 
were subsequently examined by me. А Pafichapándavar-padukkai, ‘the bed of the 
five Pandavas’ (the name by which it is popularly known)is found in an almost 

At Ápaimalai, Madura district inaecessible natural cave not far from 
? | the top of the rock at Anaimalai. The 
caverr measures roughly 22 feet in length and 18 feet in breadth. The height at the 


Cavern at Marugáltalai, Tinnevelly district. 
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entrance is about 3 feet but gradually diminishes in the interior. Inside the cavern 
are three double beds and one single bed, the last of which is at a slightly lower level ; 
and four other beds contiguous to the above which are, however, covered with earth. 
Another set of eight beds is found outside the cavern. The latter are exposed to the 
sun and rain. ‘Che dimensions of the beds vary from about 6 to 7 feet in length and 
12 to nearly 2 feet in breadth. Each of them is chiselled smooth and Баз а raised 
portion at one end, meant apparently to aecommodate the head in lying down. Close 
to the cavern is a stone mutilated at the bottom with an artificial depression 
chiselled smooth. Perhaps this was done at a later time in imitation of the beds cut 
into the rock. Above the entrance into the cave, the overhanging rock is cut to a 
depth of about 2 inches, 3 feet in breadth and 15 feet in length. On the top of this 
cutting is a РАН inscription in two lines. 


3. Arittápatti is a village in the Mélür taluka of the Madura district about 
midway between Mélür and Alagarkóvil The hills to the west of the village belong 
partly to Arittápatti and partly to Mángulam in the Maduratáluka. About Mángulam 
Mr. Sewell has registered the following notes: “]2 miles north-east of Madura, 
6 miles west of Mélür. A mile east of the village is a small hill called Kalugumalai 
in which is a cave with inscriptions. There is also a rock which the natives 
call Pavichapdénduvar-padukkat or ‘the bed of the five Pandavas.’” The revised 
edition of the Madura Manual issued by Mr. Francis, I.C.S., contains а deseription 
of the rock-cut shrine dedicated to Siva in the hills to the west of Arittápatti. 
There are four caverns on the Kalugumalai hill where there are inscriptions, of 
which three have also got beds | padukkat). ' Part of the lower rock is in each case cut 
into beds while the overhanging boulder bears an inscription. The beds are in this 
ease slightly bigger than those found at 
Anaimalai. The alphabet of the inserip- 
tion resembles that of the АбдКа edicts and may be assigned roughly to the end of the 
3rd aud beginning of the 2nd century B.C. If the inscriptions and the beds are 
synchronous, we have in them the earliest lithie records of the Tamil country and the 
most ancient lithie monuments of the Tamil race. The inscriptions are also important 
as they may throw valuable light on the origin and development of the Tamil and 
Vatteluttu alphabets. The fact that the language employed in them is Páli may be 
taken to show that it was understood in the Pandya country even at that early 
period. Qne set of impressions of five of these Pali inscriptions, which are in good 
preservation, has been submitted to Dr. Sten Konow, Epigraphist to the Government 
of India. | 


4. The practice of cutting beds into monolithic Buddhist caves has been noticed 
at Bhaja (Dr. Burgess’ Buddhist Cave Temples, р. 3), Kuda (ibid. р. 13), Junnar 
(ibid. p. 31), Ajanta (ibid. p. 44) and Kondivte (wid. p. 71). About two of the 
Ajanta caves Dr. Burgess remarks: “ The stone beds in the cells of these two caves 
| and the absence of pillars in the halls 
are also indicative of their early position 
in the history of cave architecture.” We have also evidence to show that the Buddhists 
made use of natural caverns unimproved by art for religious purposes. According 
to Professor Rhys Davids there is a natural cave on the hill of Mihintale in Ceylon 
with the stone couch of Mahinda, the apostle of Buddhism in Ceylon. The Buddhist 
caves at Vessagiri in Ceylon, where Pali inscriptions in the Brahmi character have been 
found, seem to be also caverns (Épigraphia Zeylanica, Vol. I., р. 10). Here are, 
however, other Buddhist remains which are missing from the Indian caverns. It 
therefore seems probable that the caverns with beds and inscriptions found in the 
Madura and Tinnevelly districts are Buddhist monuments and that the other structures 
connected with each of the caverns, which might have consisted of less permanent 
materials, have since disappeared altogether. 


5. The history of Buddhism in the Tamil country is obscure though there are 
frequent references to Buddhists in early Tamil literature. It is not unreasonable to 
suppose that ASdka’s Buddhist missionaries to Ceylon passed through the Tamil country 
and even attempted to propagate the Buddhist creed there in spite of the Mahdvamsa, 
which says that they flew in the air and arrived in Ceylon. Talking of Mo-lo-kiu-cha 
or Malaküta, in which the Pandya country must have been included, the Chinese 
pilgrim Hiuen Tsiang says: **There are the ruins of many old convents, but only the 
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Caverns at Arittápatti, Madura district. 
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walls are preserved and there are few religious followers. There are many hundred 
Déva temples and a multitude of heretics called Nirgranthas.” This shows that at 
the time of his visit Buddhism had ‘declined and Jainism had probably taken its place 
The paucity of Buddhist monuments in 
the Tamil country generally may be due, 
to a certain extent, to the destructive propensities of the Saivas who became powerful 
in the 7th century under lirunávukkaraéar and Tirufidnasambandar and to the 
perishable materials with which they were constructed. Negapatam in the Tanjore 
district is one of the few placesin the Tamil country where Buddhism continued down 
to a very late period (Anaual Report for 1898-99, paragraph i48). This is probably 
due to its having been a seaport for Ceylon and perhaps also for Burma. There might 
have been a colony of Buddhists in the town engaged in trade. These six caverns 
with inscriptions and beds lead us to hope that there may be more such Buddhist 
monuments in the Pandya country. When they are all brought to light, it will be 
possible to say something definite about the caves and the object with which the beds 
were cut. 


History of Buddhism in Southern India. 


The PAnpyas. 


6. In spite of the antiquity of the Pandya kingdom, much of its early history 
has remained obscure. This is due largely to the fact that the Pandya capital Madura 
as well as the older city of Korkai, where one would naturally look for historical 
materials, have very few ancient in- 
i scriptions. Writers on Pándya history 
had therefore to proceed upon tradition and legend. Early Tamil poems which have 
‘been recently published no doubt furnish some materials for Pandya history and are 
undoubtedly entitled to greater credence, But these have to be corroborated by 
independent testimony before they ean be accepted as historical facts. 


7. Fourteen years ago 1 edited, with a photolithograph, the Madras Museum 
plates of the Pandya king Jatilavarmap, son of Máravarman, and in the introductory 
remarks to that paper attempted to put together all that was known about the 
Pandya kingdom at the Ише (Ind. Ant. Vol. XXII., pp. 57 to 75). The Sanskrit 
portion of the plates claims a victory against the Pallavas for Máravarman, while the 
Vatteluttu portion gives a pretty long account ої, Jatilavarman's wars. But, as there 
was no means of fixing the date of the plates, the information furnished by them could. 
not be utilized. References to the Pándyas in Pallava as well as Chalukya inscrip- 
tions have been too meagre to be of much use. The Singhalese chronicle Mahdvamsa 
occasionally refers incidentally to the affairs of the Pandya kingdom. But these are 
few and far between. A few inscriptions 
: of Máranjadaiyan found both in the Chóla 
and Pándya territories and the Sendalai pillars giving the names of three generations 
of Pándya kings, whose dates could not be ascertained, have been all the materials 
available for early Pandya history. The Udayéndiram plates of the Ganga-Bana king 
Hastimalla refer to Varaguna as having been defeated in the battle of Sripurambiya 
by the Ganga king Prithivipati I. But as the date of the latter was not definitely 
ascertained, it was not possible even to fix the period of Varaguna. 


8. Of late the mist enveloping early Pandya history has shown signs of clearing. 
The Triehinopoly cave inscription of the Pándyádhirája-Varaguna and the Ambá- 
samudram record of Varaguna-Mahárája coupled with the fresh light thrown on 
Chóla history by the Tiruválangádu plates have given us the starting point for 
the early history of the Pándyas. In the last Annual Report (Part 11., paragraph 25) 
the accession of Varaguna was fixed at 
.D. 862-63, and I identified him with the 
Varaguna-Mahárája of the Ambásamudram inscription, the Pándyádhirája- Varaguna 
of the Triehinopoly cave and the Varaguna of the Udayéndiram plates. The two 
Anaimalai inscriptions which are being published in the Epigraphia Indica by Mr. 
"а. Venkoba Rao furnish A.D. 769-70 for a Pandya king named Márafijadaiyan alias 
Parántaka. 


‘9. Two documents of considerable importance for the early history of the 
Pandya kingdom have come to light during the period under review. In his Lists of 
Antiguities, Vol. І. (р. 290), Mr. Sewell mentions two copper-plates at Sinnamantr in

Recent researches into Pándya history. 
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the Periyakulam taluka of the Madura district, ‘ one of which is said to be old, in the 
possession of a resident named Bhairava Ayyar, the other in the possession of Rama- 
subbaiyyar.’ In 1905-06 Mr.. Venkoba Hao asked for the plates on the occasion of 
his visit to Uttamapálaiyam. But the villagers denied the existeuce of the inscrip- 
tions. А fresh attempt was made by him on his visit to Sinnamanür to examine the 
grants and the two sets were produced. Recognising their importance he reported the 
й (поз. matter to me and sent a transcript of the 
р grants from Ginga Sanskrit portion of the bigger E The 
uA eriginals of both plates were subsequently 
obtained on loan from the villagers and I am trying to secure them for the Madras 
Museum through the Collector of Madura. The plates are «eported to have been 
found about 20 or 25 years ago when digging for the foundatiou of the kitehen in the 
Vishnu temple at Sinnamanür. They were originally in the possession of Bhairava 
Ayyar, the sthdnika of the temple. At present their custodian is his son Rajam 
Ayyar. But the final disposal of the plates rests with the villagers. | 


10. Both the copper-plate inscriptions are unfortunately incomplete. Of the 
smaller set, three plates alone ехіві, 02. the first, second and iast. Between the 
second and the last, one or two plates are missing. As the historical portion must 
have continued in the missing plate or plates, the loss is a serious опе. Of the bigger 
set, seven plates, viz. 2 to 5—numbered on the left side close to the ring hole and 
engraved on both sides—are all that 
remain. The first plate, which probably 
contained some Sanskrit verses in invocation of Hindu gods, as well as one or more 
plates at the end—describing the boundaries of the granted village in Tamil, with 
some impreeatory verses in Sanskrit at the end—are lost. Here the historical 
portion is preserved in full and consequently the loss of the missing plates is not 
very serious. The ring-hole on the left side of each of the plates in the smaller set 
shows that they were originally strung on a ring, which, however, is not forthcoming.

11. The smaller copper-plate opens with two Sanskrit verses in the Grantha 
alphabet, of which the first contains an invocation to the god Vishnu, while in the 
second, the poet prays for the prosperity of the Pándya kings, who belonged to the 
lunar race. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vatteluttu alphabet describing the 
achievements of Pandya kings without giving any names. Among these may be 
mentioned the engraving of the fish—the Pándya erest—on the northern mountain, 
з.е. Mount Мети; wearing the garland of Indra and securing one-half of his throne; 
easting the spear for the return of 
the sea; and performing one thousand 
sacrifices. The first historical person mentioned is Jayantavarman, whose son was 
Arikésarin Asamasaman Alanghyavikraman Akálakálan Máravarman. The latter is 
said to have showered wealth on Bráhmanas (dhardsura) and removed their distress. 
He also performed the tulábhára ceremony, twice entered the kiranyagarbha and made 
costly gifts at the commencement of the ceremony called gósahasra. His son, whose 
name must have been mentioned in the missing plate or plates, is said to have removed 
completely the ains of the Kali age and the distress of Brahmanas by giving them 
great wealth. This king seems also to have fought a battle at a place called Marudfir. 
The details of the battle are lost. The last plate shows that the object granted was 
land and that the executor (флаїйї) was Tayan Singan, the uttaramanirin of Kundür in 
Kundür-kürram, a district of Anda-nádu. The inscription ends with two imprecatory 
verses and with the name ofthe writer, viz. Arikésarin, the son of Pándipperum- 
banaikáran. А

12. In the bigger Sinnamantr inscription, the Sanskrit portion occupies very 
nearly four plates, while the rest is in Tamil. Of the preserved Sanskrit portion, the 
first three verses glorify the Pándya family, while the third informs us that the lord 

A : 3 Agastya was their family priest. Then 

Tho Seuskhv portion of the пиве platos the feats of individual Pandya kings are 
referred to without mention of any names. One of them is said to have sat on the 
throne of Indra. A second induced Daéánana (re. Ravana) to sue for peace. A 
third named Trilóchana is said to have married the daughter of the god Narayana 
(Narasakha) and to have churned the ocean. Mention is then made of the king who 
wrested the garland of Indra, overcame the army of the lord of the Kurus and 
*onquered Vijaya; and of him who cut off his own head in order to protect his teacher 
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(guru). Then came Sundara-Pándya, who was learned in all the Séstras. Numberless 
kings and emperors who performed the rdjasiiya and a$vamédha sacrifices had passed 
away. In their family sprang Arikésarin. Then we get the following genealogy :—

No. 8 Rájasimha is said to be the light of the solar and the lunar races. The 
inscription then mentions Parántaka of the Кацбіка family, who was the son of 
Sréshthiéarman, grandson of Bháskara and great-grandson of Sréshthin, a native of 
Puttür belonging to the Sengudi-Kausika family. His grandfather on the mother's 
side was Oragarman of the Maudgalya-gétra and Agnivésya-sitra, who was a native 
of Syandanagráma. Ы 


13. The donee’s father Sréshthiéarman had previously obtained the village of 
Maniyáehehi in Vada-Kalavali-ráshtra (with the name Tichaichehutamangala) from 
the Pandya king Parántaka alias Viranáráyana. In the 16th year of his reign, the 
king (viz. Rajasimha II.), being encamped in the village of СЬдізі, founded by him in 
the district (rdshtra) ealled Rájasimha- 
kulakkil, granted, as a brahmadéya, the 
village of Nareheygai- Puttür in Ala-nádu with the name Mandaragauravamangalam. 
The Жар of the grant was the king’s spiritual adviser, the minister and poet Jatila 
of the Atri-gétra, while the djfapti was Máravarman's servant Kürrangón. Ав 
regards the circumambulation of the elephant for defining the boundaries of the 
granted village, the chief of the kudikával was the son of Nakkangumán, who was born 
at Küra in Kilvémbanádu, while the accountants were Nakkangádan, Kónvélán and 
Patarafichélai. The composer of the inscription was Vásudéva, the friend of 
Madhuraguna and elder brother of Vishnu. і 


14. The Tamil portion, which is engraved in the Vatteluttu alphabet, begins with 
an account of the Pandya family and says it arose from the moon. The family was 
praised personally by riskis like Вћагадуаја ; was hard for enemies (to conquer); 
conveyed its orders by (its crest) the two fish ; had the sage Agastya for its priest ; 
was in existence for ages ; and had the One Permanent (Being) for one of its mem- 
bers. The inscription next proceeds to mention the achievements of Pandya kings in 
the past without giving any names. 
Among these may be mentioned the 
churning of the ocean for nectar ; appear- 
ing on the throne of Indra with his necklace; mastering the Tamil language ; bringing 
back the sea; obtaining the titles of Püliyan and Pafichavan ; founding the city of 
Madura and fortifying +; excelling pandits in learning Tamil and Sanskrit ; leading 
elephants into the Bharata country after the death of the great charioteer ; absolving 
Vijaya from the curse of Vasu; engraving the fish, the tiger and the bow on Mount 
Méru ; constructing many tanks; freeing the country from famine; defeating two 
kings at Talaiyálangánam ; translating the Mahabharata into Tamil and establishing 
the College of poets at Madura. 


15. After the great kings and emperors who accomplished these feats had 
roigned and passed away, says the composer, came— .

17. Thus we have got three copper-plate inscriptions which deal with the early 
history of the Pándyas, viz. the Madras Museum plates of Jatilavarman and the two 
innamanür plates. They resemble one another in mentioning а humber of mythical 
and historical facts without giving the names of the kings in whose reigns they 
took place. The victories over Indra and Varuna and other purely mythical matter 
аге also referred to in the Таш! poem Tiruvilaiyddal-purdnam describing the sports 
of Siva. With these and other miracles attributed to Pandya kings in these documents 
the student of historical research is not much concerned If it is remembered 
that the god Siva was looked upon as one of the Pandya kings, there is по 
difficulty in imagining how they became connected with such a number of super-human 
feats. А few of the facts mentioned in the Tamil portion of the bigger Sinnamanür 
plates are of very great importance to the student of Tamil literature, #22. the victory 
at Talaiyálangánam, the translation of the Mahábhárata into Tamil and the establish- 
ment of the College of poets at Madura. Though mentioned along with events of a 
more or less mythical character, these three facts must be historical and have to be 
Battle of Тајајубјаћрараш treated as such. According to Tamil 
al literature the victory at Talaiyalanganam 

was achieved by a Pandya king named Nedufijeliyan against two kings and five tributary 
chiefs. This victory was considered such an important. event of his reign that the 
attribute * who gained the battle at Talaiydlanganam’ became attached to his name 
in later times. It is perhaps an accident that these three facts are mentioned 
together and at the end of the long list of achievements of Pandva kings. We have 
no reason to suppose that the events are mentioned in chronological order or that the 
three last took place in one and the same reign. There is a tradition that Perun- 
dévanar, who composed the Tamil SR one of the poets of the ae Madura

plates may be to his work. But Perundévanár refers as his patron to a Pallava king, 
who defeated his enemies at Tellaru (Annual Report for 1898-99, paragraph 16). 
If this Pallava king is identical with the Nandippóttaraiyar, * who defeated his 
enemies at Tellaru’ and whose inscriptions have been found in the Tamil country, 
Perundévanár must belong to the second half of the 8th century. And if itis to his 
translation of the Mahábhárata contained in the Báratavenbá that the Sinnamanár plates 
refer, there is no apparent reason why the achievement is assigned to Pandya kings 
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who had passed away before the first historical person mentioned in the genealogy., 
It is just possible that the events took place during the reign of some king or kings, 
whose names the composer of the inscription deliberately wished to avoid mentioning. 
In support of this conjecture we have no 
evidence at all at present and it must 
therefore be supposed, at least provisionally, that the Tamil translation of the Май» 
bhárata here referred to is earlier than Perundévanár's version. The foundation of

18. Coming to the genealogy we find that there are some slight differences 
between the Sanskrit and the Tamil portion of the larger Sinnamanfr plates. In the 
first place, Sundara-Pándya mentioned in the Sanskrit portion as having been learned 
in the Sdstras is altogether omitted in the Tamil portion. Perhaps this was the 
Pandya king, who was originally a Jaina but was converted to the быта creed by the 
‘devotee Tirufianasambandar. In Sundaramütri Náyanár's Tiruttondattoyal this king 
is styled * Nedumáran of enduring prosperity, who was victorious in the battle of 
Nelvéli’ If the Sundara-Pándya ої the Sinnamanür plates be identical with this 
Nedumáran, the omission of his name trom the Tamil portion is all the more inexplica- 
ble. It is aiso strange that no reference is made either in the Tamil or in the 
Differences between the Sanskrit and Tamil Sanskrit portion any of the momentos 
* portions of the larger Sinnamanür plates. events of that period. Again, the Tamil 

е portion omits No. 2 Jatila and speaks of 
Хо. 3 Rájasimha as the grandson of No. 1. It does not. in some eases, specify the 
relationship which one king bore to his predecessor. The Sanskrit portion is more 
explicit. 


19. The alphabet of the smaller Sinnamanfr inscription resembles that of the 
Madras Museum plates of Jatilavarman, aud both of them are signed by Arikésarin, 
son of the chief drummer of the Pandya king. It is, therefore, not unreasonable to 
suppose that both of them were issued in the same reign. In this case, the name of 
the donor, which is missing in the former, may be supplied, and we may assume at 
present that it was also issued during the reign of Jatilavarman (in Sanskrit) or Nedufi- 
jadaiyan in Tamil. И this be admitted, 
Jayantavarman must have been the prede- 
cessor of Arikésarin Paránkuéa. The accompanying provisional genealogy of the 
Pandyasis based on the four authorities for Pandya history now available, viz. 
Jatilavarman’s grant, the smaller Sinnamanfir document and the Sanskrit and Tamil 
portions of the larger Sinnamanür plates.

20. As regards-the chronology, it is necessary in the first place to remark that it 
is not altogether free from doubt. The date of the larger Sinnamanfr plates has first 
of all to be fixed. It is unsafe to base any definite conclusions solely on the Vatteluttu 
portion, beeause a sufficiently large number of inscriptions in that alphabet have not 
yet been published with photo-lithographie plates for comparison. Proceeding mainly 
оп the Grantha portion and to a certain extent on the results derived from а compari- 
son of the few available Vatteluttu inscriptions, we may uot be far wrong if we assign 
the larger Sinnamanür piates approximately to the first quarter of the 10th century A.D. 
If this be correct, Rájasimha II., the donor of the larger *innamanür plates, might ђе 
the Rijasimha-Pindya, who was defeated by the Chóla king Parántaka I. according to 
the Udayéndiram grant of the Ganga-Bána king Hastimalla ( South- nd. Insers. Vol. II. , 
р. 387). Assuming this to be correct and assigning the usual 20 years for each reign 
we get the middle of the 8th century, roughly, for Arikésarin Parankuéa. This Pandya 
king claims to have defeated the Pallavas according to the grant of Jatilavarman and the 
battle seems to be located at Samkaramahgai by the Tamil portion of the larger 
Sinnamanür plates. The Udayéndiram grant of the Pallava king Nandivarman 
Approximate date of the larger Sinnamanür Pallavamalla reports that his general 

[Ue ger ова Ddavachandra gained a victory at бат-

р. 372), though the name of the enemy is not stated. Sankaragrima seems to be: 
merely a Sanskrit translation of the Tamil Sankarargan gai, and, consequently, it is not 
impossible that the Pallava general Udayachandra had to fight against the Paudya king 
Máravarman Arikésarin in the battle. In this case, the latter may be placed roughly 
in the middle of the 8th century A.D. Ifthe foregoing surmises and conclusions be 
к. : А supported by future researches, Матаћ- 
risu poy ВАША Је бр Parántaka of the Anaimalai cave 
inscriptions (Nos. 453 and 454 of 1906), 
who reigned about A.D. 769-70, may be identitied with No. 2 Jatila, though he calls 
himself Nedufijadaiyan in the Tamil portion of the Madras Museum plates. In 
my paper on the latter, I published the text of a small inscription of Marafijadaiyan 
and identified him with Nedufijadaiyan (Iad. Ant. Vol. XXII. р. 67 f). It now 
seems to me that the former might be posterior to the latter. At any rate, the 
identification of Mirafijadaiyan with Nedufijadaiyan must be based on better evidence 
than the mere identity of the second portion of the two names. 


21. About No. 4 Rajasimha I. nothing is known. Under the impression that 
there was only one Pandya king of the name Varaguna, I took all the references to 
Varaguna to apply to the Varaguna-Mahárája of the Ambásamudram inscription 
in the last Annual Report (paragraph 25). Now that we have two kings of that name, 
it becomes necessary to differentiate them as far as we can with the available evidence. 
The Ambásamudram inscription must belong to No. 5 Varaguna-Mahárája, to whom 
we have to assign the record of Varaguna-Mahárája found at Tiruviéalfr (No. 17 
of 1907) and the Vatteluttu epigraph of Varaguna Máráyan from Tiruchehendür 
(No. 155 of 1903). As regards No. 51 of 1895, which is dated during the reign of 
Máranjadaiyan and reeords а gift for the * Varaguna-Mahárája lamp,’ Varaguna- 
Mahárája may be No. 5, but Магаћ- 
jadaiyan must be a later king, during 
whose reign provision was made for the lamp whieh had been granted at an earlier 
period. It seems out of the question that Varaguna-Mahárája is identical with the 
Varaguna defeated at the battle of Sripurambiya. The latter is probably No. 7 
Varagunavarman and he must be the king whose accession took place in A.D. 862-63 
(Annual Report for 1905-06, paragraph 25). Iam not quite sure about the Pándyádhi- 
raja Márafijadaiyan Varaguna of the Trichinopoly cave, who was the ornament of both 
the lunar and the solar races, but take him provisionally to be identical with No. 7 
Varagunavarman. It is not at present clear whether the tradition which refers to 
Varaguna having “united Chóla and Touda to Madura” (Mr. Sewells Lists of 
Anliguities, Vol. 11. p. 215) applies to Varaguna-Mahárája orto Varagunavarman— 
probably the former, who elaims to have advanced as far north as Araióür on the

Pennar in the Tondai-mandalam. The Marafijadaiyan who led the expedition against 
Idavai in the Chóla country might also be identical with Varagunavarman. About 
other inscriptions dated during the reign of Marafijadaiyan, we cannot be quite sure if 
they belong to Varaguna or to one or more kings different from him. For instance, 
at Mandir in the Tinnevelly district is a record belonging to the 37th year of Магаћ- 
jadaiyan ( (No. 423 of 1906), whose identity with any of the kings on the genealogical 
table cannot now be established. For the 
present, at any rate, those inseriptions 
of Marafijadaiyan, which cannot without doubt be assigned to any "of the kings in the 
foregoing genealogical table, must be kept distinct from No. 5 Varaguna-Maháràja and 
No. 7 Varaguuavarman. The case seems to be different with Sadaiyamáran. The 
inscriptions of this king copied so far are all dated in some year opposite the 2nd (like 
the Tamil portion of the larger Sinnamanür plates). It may be presumed that they 
have all to be referred to one and the same reign. The two stone inscriptions of 
Sadaiyamáran copied during the year under report (Nos. 409 and 421 of 1906) are the 
latest of the reign hitherto "known. They are both “dated i in the 19th opposite the 2nd 
year ог the 21st year ofthe king. His identity with any of the kings known from 
the large Sinnamantr plates remains doubtful. In No. 421 of 1906, the donor is the 
queen of a certain Satrubhayamkara-Muttaraiyan. 


Inscriptions of Máraüjadaiyan. 


22. In this connection it is necessary to say а word about the Pàndya kings 
mentioned in the inscribed pillars at Sendalai in the Tanjore district. Three kings 
are here referred to, viz. Perumbidugu Muttaraiyan alas Kuvávan Maran; his son 
" Tlangévadiyaraiyan alias Maran Paraméévaran ; and his son Perumbidugu Muttaraiyan 
alias Suvaran Mayan (Annual Report for 1896—97, paragraph 9). The last built 
a Pidári temple at Niyamam in the Tanjore district. llangó-Muttaraiyar, whose 
inscriptions have been found both at Sendala: and at Tiruchatturai (Annual Report 
for 1898-99, paragraph: 20), must have 
belonged to this series of Pándya kings, 
if he was not actually one of them. To 
judge from the alphabet employed in these inseriptions Suvaran Máran must have 
lived in the 8th century. But the names of these kings are quite different from those 
mentioned in the larger Sipnamanür plates. In the absence of explicit evidence 
connecting the two series of Pandya kings, we have to suppose, provisionally at 
least, that the Suvaran Maran of the Sendalai inscriptions represents a distinct 
branch of the family which had occupied the Chóla territory. Reference is made to 
Perumuttaraiyar in two of the verses (200 and 296) of the Tamil anthology Méladiydr 
as afamous donor. No tradition has been preserved of the rule of this series of Pandya 
kings and, accordingly, the reference has not been correctly understood by the commen- 
tators. As the Ndladiydr is said to have been composed under the auspices of a Pandya 
king, it is not unlikely that Muttaraiyar was his name and that he belonged to the 
series represented at Sendalai.

23. The Sanskrit portion of the larger Sinnamanür plates tells us that No. 6 Srimára 
defeated Máyá-Pándya, who probably belonged to а collateral Pandya family, while 
the Tamil portion reports that he gained victories at Каподг, in Ceylon and at Vilifiam 

No. 6 уша and fought a great battle at Kudamükku 

NEN against the Gangas, Pallavas, Chélas, 

Kalingas and Magadhas. Kudamükku may be identical with Kumbhakónam in the 
Chóla country, whose aneient name is Kudamükku (Madras Christian College Magazine 
for May 1891), or with Kulamükanagara in Kérala mentioned in a Hoysala inseription 
(Ep. Carn. Vol. V. Ak., 108). If itis the former, this battle might be taken as one 
of the immediate causes that led to the action at Tiruppirambiyam which is quite close 
to Kumbhakónam. At any rate the mention of a Pandya prince as an enemy of the 
reigning king implies the existence of conflicting interests in the family. As I have 
already remarked (paragraph 20 above), No. 7 Varagunavarman probably aseended 
the throne in A.D. 862-63. The Tamil 
portion of the larger Sinnamanür plates 
does not specify the relationship he bore to his predecessor. The remarks in para- 
graph 25 of Part ТТ. of the last Annual Report apply to him with the exception of the 
invasion against Tondai-nádu and the advaneeas far north as Araiáür on the Pennar 
river, which seem to have taken place during the reign of No. 5 Varaguna-Mabárája.

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ТЕ the date A.D. 846-66 given in the Mahdvamsa for the Pandya invasion of Ceylon 
be correct, it need not have taken place in the reign of Varaguna. On the other hand 
it might have been undertaken by No. 6 Srimára, who boasts of victories gained in 
Ceylon. In fact, no military achievement is claimed for Varagunavarman either in 
the Sanskrit or the Tamil portion of the larger Sinpamanür plates. The Saiva saint 
Mánikkaváéagar, who refers to the Pandya king Varaguna in one of his works (Ер. 
Ind. Vol. TX. p. 89), was probably a contemporary of Varaguuavarman. 


24. These Pandya records throw some indirect light on the history of the Chólas 
| | | prior to their ascendency at the end of 
Chóla history during the period of Péndya the 9th century. In all probability there 
UPC. was no Chóla kingdom worth the name. 
The country had been practically annexed by the Paudyas, who appear to have 
often encroached even into Pallava territory. No. 179 of 1906 from Elvánáéür in the 
South Arcot district, which may on paleographical grounds, be assigned roughly to 
the 9th century, registers a gift by a native of the Pandya country. The inscription 
is not dated during the reign of any king. But it may be taken to show that the 
influence of the Pándyas extended into Pallava territory as well. Even during the 
period of Pallava supremacy, at least towards the latter portion of it, the opposition to 
Pallava expansion in the south seems to have come mainly from the Pándyas. 


25. In paragraph 17 of the last Annual Report, Part II., I stated that the Chóla 

king Rájéndra-Chóla I. appointed his son Chóla-Pándya ак viceroy of the Pandya

registered in appendix B, two from Sevilipéri near Tinnevelly (Nos. 408 and 410 of 

1906) and one from Perundurai near Tirumaiyam in the Pudukkóttai State (No. 404 
of 1906). n the last, Pcrundurai is said to have belonged to the Pandya country. 


26. Of the later Pàndyas, Maravarman Sundara-Pándya I. (A.D. 1216 to at 
least 1235) is represented by four inscriptions—all from Kudumiyámalai in the 
Pudukkóttai State (Nos. 354, 355, 362 and 380 of 1906), Jatávarman Sundara- 
Pándya I. (A.D. 1251 to atleast 1261) by four (Nos. 196, 197, 198 and 260 of 
1906), Máravarman Kulasékhara I. (A.D. 1268 to at least A.D. 1308) by five records 
(Nos. 28, 59, 447, 449 and 458 of 1906) and Srivallabha by a fragment (No. 456 
of 1906). Хо. 25 of 1906 belonging to the time of Máravarman Kulaéékhara I. 
quotes the 13th year of the reign of Perumál Sundara-Pándya, perhaps another name 
of Jatávarman Sundara-Pándya I. In this саве, the inscription of Perumál Sundara- 
Pándya from Tirukkadaiyür, whose date is lost (No. 51 of 1906), may be assigned to 
him. No. 70 of 1906 may also belong to Jatávarman Sundara-Pándya I.,though the 
characteristic titles are missing. A record of Máravarman Kulaéékhara I. from 
Kiladi in the Madura district (No. 449 of 1906) refers to the executive eommittee 
(xirvdhasabhaz) of the village. No. 387 of 1906 found at Tirumaiyam in the Puduk- 
kóttai State is dated during the reign of Máravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pándyadéva, who is probably identical with Máravarman Sundara-Pándya 

: П. (A.D. 1239—51). There are two 

POr Ара temples at y aided d one dedicated to 

Siva and the other to Vishnu adjoining each other and separated only by a wall. 
The Saivas and Vaishnavas appear to have quarrelled between themselves and stopped 
worship at both the temples. Both the parties were sent for by Appanna Danda- 
náyaka, one of the officers ої the Hoysala king Vira-Sdméévara, after his conquest of 
Kána-nádu alas Virudarajabhayamkara-valanddu. The points which brought about 
this quarrel between the Saivas and Vaishnavas were gone through in detail and 
settled by Appaona. Apart from this settlement, which must have satisfied both the 
aivas and Vaishnavas, it is interesting to know that the Hoysala king Vira-Séméévara 
was a contemporary of Máravarman Sundara-Pandya (II) No. 156 of 1894 from 
n Tinnevelly is also dated during the reign of 

Máravarman. Sundara-P. ándya IL, and the Máravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
«Ноусаія Erie Мата ла Sundara-Pandyadéva and records the 
establishment, at the request of the тета, of a village called Рбваја- Virasómidéva- 
chaturvédimangalam after the mdmadi. The modern village of Murappunádu in the 
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Tinnevelly district was in ancient times called Póéala-Virasómidéva-ehaturvédiman- 
galam (No. 435 of 1906) or Sámidéva-chaturvédimangalam (Nos. 431, 432 and 433 
of 1906)and the Vishnu temple of Védan&yuka-Perumál was known by the name 
Sómidéva-Vinnagar-Alvár (Nos. 431 and 434 of 1906). It is thus evident that 
Murappunádu in the Tinnevelly district was the village granted by Máravarman 
Sundara-Pándya II. at the request of the mémadí. As the word mámadi means 
© maternal uncle or father-in-law,’ PééalaeVira-S6mésvara must have been the uncle or 
father-in-law of the Pandya king, especially as the contemporary Chóla king Rájéndra- 
Chóla ІП. speaks of himself as the ‘hostile rod of death to uncle Séméévara’ (Ep. 
Ind. Vol. УП. p. 177). We may therefore suppose that the Pandya king Máravar- 
man Sundara-Pándya П. or his father married a daughter or sister of the Hoysala king 
Vira-Sómé$vara and that one of the generals of the latter conquered Kána-nádu for the 
Pandya king and was evidently in charge of it at the time when the Тігатаїуаш 
inscription was engraved. 


27. At Tirukkadaiyür in the Tanjore district is an inscription of the 34th year 
of Máravaraman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasékharadéva (No. 46 of 1906) who 
may be identical with his namesake mentioned above. The country is said to have 
been in a state of confusion at the time and the people were in distress. This state 
of things seems to have been brought about by the king making over a portion of his 
dominions to his younger brothers. Kulasékhara apparently resumed the ceded terri- 
tory subsequently. As a result of this step, the people, who had migrated to other

Aninseription at Shérmádévi in the Tinnevelly distriet belonging to the 
same reign (No. 185 of 1895) substitutes Tillaimánagari (another name of Chidam- 
baram) for Perumbarrappuliyür. As the date of the king is not known, we cannot 
say who the Chóla king was that was conquered by Vira-Pándya. Four other 
records of Jatávarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pándya (Nos. 45, 356, 375 and 
393 of 1906) and four of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pándya (Nos. 352, 353, 365 
and 372 of 1906) are registered in appendix B. But as the achievements are omitted 
in the first case and as the characteristic title Jatávarman is missing in the second, it 
is doubtful if they ean be assigned to the conqueror of Паш and Kongu. No. 372 of 
1906 from Kudumiyámalai in the Pudukkóttai State, which is considerably damaged, 
is interesting as it refers to a meeting of the inhabitants of districts, cities and villages 
in Kónádu. The pájáris of the temple of Tirunalakkunramudaiya-Náyanár had 
made away with the cash as well as the jewels of the temple. One of them confessed 
to having taken a portion of the lost cash and shared it with a carpenter. The other 
püjáris denied all knowledge of the lost property but were implicated by the former. 
The lying pújâris were ordered to be taken before the court (dharmásana) where they 
were required to handle a (red-hot) ploughshare. The hands of all of them were : 
burnt and then they confessed their guilt. They were all ordered to be dealt with 
as sinners against the god Siva (Sivadrólin). It is worthy of note that a few of the 
Chóla inseriptions eopied during the year throw some light on the administration of 
eriminal law in ancient times (see paragraph 42 below). 


28. The other Pandya inscriptions included in appendix B have not so far 
furnished any clue by which the kings may be identified or their dates ascertained. 
Other Pándva ki No. 76 of 1906 from Jambai in the South 
: АРЦИЗ ВБА Arcot district is dated” during the reign 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kónérinmaikondán and registers an endowment for cele- 
brating a festival called Buvanékaviran-Sundi. This Buvanékavira, after whom the 
festival was called, seems to be earlier than the Pandya king Bhuvanékavira Samara- 
kóláhala whose inscription dated in A.D. 1469-70 has been found at Conjeeveram 
(see paragraph 57, below) and whose coins are figured in Sir Walter Elliot’s Coins of 
Southern India (Plate TII., Nos. 134 and 138). 
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THE CHÔLAS. 


29. Asin previous years, a large number of Chóla inscriptions have been copied 
during the period under review. Some of them furnish interesting details of Chóla 
history. No. 286 of 1906 found in the Mauikanthé$vara temple at Tirumálpüram in 
the North Arcot district is dated in the 14th year of a king whose proper name is not 
given. The inscription begins with the word Kó-Nón-immaig-kondám. Taking this 
with Ko-Né-inmai-konddén, the form found by me some years ago in a record at Kuttá- 
lam in the Tanjore district (South- Ind. Isscrs., Vol. II. p. 110), we may suppose that 
the correct form of the expression is .Kó-Nó-inmai-kondán meaning ‘the king being 
free from disease,’ and the phrase nó-Zmmai-kondám seems to correspond to the word 
Киза, which often occurs at the beginning of the grant portion of Sanskrit inscrip- 
tions. This appears to have subsequently been altered into nérinmaikondin and the 
other forms which we find in later Tamil records As the temple, in which the Tiru- 
málpuram inscription is engraved, is reported to have been built (rather rebuilt) by a 
feudatory of king Párthivéndravarman (see paragraph 65, below), who appears to have 
been a contemporary of the Chóla king ÀÁditya-Karikála, the elder brother of Rájarája 
I. (Annual Report for 1899-00, paragraph 17), it may be provisionally supposed 
that the record belongs to the former.

In the 22nd year of the same reign (т.е. ої Tondaimanarrar- 
tufijina-Udaiyár) the boundaries of the village were determined and a document (Sésana) 
was drawn up. But the village was not entered in the accounts as a dévadána and 
brahmadéya. This mistake was rectified in the fourth year of Parakésarivarman, ‘ who 

took Madirai and Паш” and the sabAá of 
Puduppikkam were making over the 
stipulated produce and gold to the temple. 
In the 36th year of Parakésarivarman, ‘who took Madirai and llam? an additional 
item (speeifieally omitted from the original grant) was made payable from the village 
of Sirriyárrür to the temple at Tirumálpéru and entered in the accounts. The village 
assembly of Puduppákkam were misappropriating this item and the temple authorities 
made a complaint to the king while he was at Conjeeveram. The king sent for both 
the parties and, after due enquiry, satisfied himself that the village assembly of 
Puduppákkam had been misappropriating the revenues assigned to the Siva temple at 
Tirumálpéru. The village assembly was fined and the grant restored to the temple in 
the 14th year of the king's reign. 


30. Apart from the light which this interesting document throws on the vagaries 
of village assemblies and how they had to be rectified in ancient times, there are one 
or two points in it which are of importance for Chóla history. In the first place 
Parántaka I. appears to have been in later times known as Parakésarivarman, * who 
. took Madirai and Паш? In the fourth year of his reign the conquest of flam (ге. 
Ceylon) had not taken place, as will be presently pointed out. But the document 
under reference belongs, if my conjecture is correct, to the time of his great-grandson, 
when Parántaka I. was probably known by the title which he had assumed towards 
the close of his life. Again, we learn that his predecessor was called Tondaimánárrür-

| Кт . ae probably 'londamanád near Kalahasti 
Tondaimanayrar-tubjina-Udaiyar identical јр the North Arcot district, which is 
with Aditya I. called Tondaimánpérárrür іп a record ої 
Parántaka I. found at the place. The Tondamanád inscription mentions a shriue built 
‘over or near а burial ground (paliippadai) apparently at the village. The practice of 
building temples over or near the burial places of kings is testified to by an inscription 
found at Sólapuram near Vellore (Ep. Ind. Vol. УП. р. 193). Неге a Ganga chief 
named Rájáditya built, during the reign of the Ganga-Pallava king Vijaya-Kampa, 
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a temple of Siva and a tomb on the spot where his own father had been buried. 
Again, the Chóla king Rájarája I. built the Tiruvarifijiévara temple at Mélpádi over 
or near the burial ground (palipadai) of Arrdr-tufijina-dévar, 2,6. the king who 
died at Arrür (South-Jnd. Inscrs., Vol. ILI. p. 27). We may, accordingly, conclude 
that the Chóla king Aditya I., father of Parántaka I., died at Tondaimánárrür or 
Tondamanád near Kálahasti in the North Arcot district and was buried there. The 
Kódandarámé$vara temple at the village, which is also called Adityéévara in the 
inscription of Parántáka I. engraved on its base, stands probably near the burial 
ground of Aditya Т. or over it. 


31. More than 40 records of Parántaka I. are registered in appendices B 
and C. They range in date from his 3rd (No. 29 of 1907) to 41st year (Nos. 184 and 
313 of 1906 and No. 23 of 1907) corresponding to A.D. 909-10 and 947-8. respectively. 
An inscription from Grámam in the South Arcot district refers to the army of 
prince Rájáditya,son of Parántaka (No. 187 of 1906). This shows that Rájáditya was 
semi-independent. No. 301 of 1906 from Tirumálpuram, whose date is lost, mentions 
prince | Para |ntakan Uttamaáili, who is also referred to in an inscription of the kings 
26th year from Kandiyür in the Tanjore district (No. 19 of 1895). The village of 
Uttamaéili-chaturvédimangalam in Vilá-nádu, a sub-division of Рапдуакшавал- 
valanádu (South-Ind. Insers., Vol. П. 
p. 229) was evidently called after this 
son of Parántaka I. and is probably identical with Uttamasgili in the Triehinopoly 
taluka. In the Annual Report for 1904-05, paragrapb 8, I referred to two wars of 

arántaka I. against the Pándyas. His dealings with the Pándya kingdom form an 
important feature of his reign and: consequently, it is necessary to put together all 
that is known on the point so far. Besides, as the accession of Parántaka Г. is now 
fixed at A.D. 907 (Annual Report for 1905-06, paragraph 21) the statements previously 
made by me on this subject require to be reconsidered. 


32. Parántaka I. appears to have fought against the Pándyas at least three times. 
The first expedition must have been undertaken early in his reign, if not while liis 
father was still alive. Оо this occasion he probably made a successful inroad into the 
Tig tt wir of Petite Т. миље ds P UR tnd cutee eda 

ngyas. Gahga-Bána king Hastimalla seems to 
refer to this event in the following words: “ His army having crushed at the head 
of a battle the Pândya king together with an army of elephants, horses and soldiers, 
seized a herd of elephants together with (the city of) Madhura” (South-Ind. Insers., 
Vol. II. р. 387). This capture of Madura was perhaps the occasion for assuming 
the title Майга отда (т Tamil) ‘ the conqueror of Madura’ or Madhurdutaka 
(in Sanskrit). It is no matter for wonder that he was proud of this conquest, because: 
the Pándyas had been dominant in the Tamil eountry for a pretty long time and had 
actually been in possession of the hereditary Chóla dominions, as I have already 
pointed out (paragraph 24, above). The date of this Chóla conquest of Madura is 
not known. The earliest inscription in which the title Madiraikonda figures is the 
3rd year of his reign corresponding to A.D. 909-10 (No. 29 of 1907). It may, 
therefore, be presumed that the event took place in or before, that date. 


33. The second war against the Pandya king appears to have taken place in the 
12th year of Parántaka's reign = A.D. 918—9, or immediately before that date. An 
inseription of this year from Tiruppárkadal in the North Arcot district refers inci- 
dentally to an invasion of the Pandya and the king of flam,7.e. Ceylon (Annual Report 
for 1904-05, Part II, paragraph 8). А battle seems to have taken place at a village 
called Vélür, whose exact position is, however, not given. Verse 10 of the Udayéndi- 
ram plates probably refers to this invasion and the victory of the Chóla king over the 
invaders in the following terms: * Having slain in an instant at the head of a battle 
an immense army despatched by the lord of Гапка which teemed with brave soldiers 
(and) was interspersed with troops of 
elephants and horses, he bears in the world 
the title Samgrámarághava, which is full of meaning.” In consequence of his victory 
over the army of Ceylon, the Chóla king assumed the title Samgrdmardghava, i.e. 
‘(who resembled) Rághava (Kama) in battle) The Singhalese chronicle Mahdvamsa 
probably refers to the same campaign in the following words: ‘King Pandu, who. 


Prince Uttamadgili, son of Parántaka I. 
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had warred with the king of Chéla and was routed, sent many presents unto him 
(ie. Kassapa У.) that he might obtain an army from him. And the king, the chief of 
Lanka, took counsel with his ministers and equipped an army, and, appointing Sakka- 
Senapati to the command thereof, accompanied it himself to Mahátittha. · And he 
stood on the shore and brought to their mind the victories of former kings, and gave 
them courage, and thus sent them into the ships. And Sakka-Senapati carried them 
safely to the other side of the sea, and reached the Pándian country. And when king 
Pándu beheld the army and the captain thereof, he was greatly pleased, and exclaimed, 
* All Jambudipa shall І now bring under the canopy of one dominion; > and then 
he led the two armies (his own and the Sinhalese king’s) to battle. But he succeeded 
not in conquering the king of the Cholian race. And so he abandoned the strugyle 
and returned (to his own place)? (Mr. Wijesimha’s Translation, Chapter LII, р. 80). 
The statement here made that the Раџдуа king had been defeated in a previous war 
might refer to the events that took place in or before A.D. 909. It is, however, not 
unlikely that there was another war between the first and second encounters here 
described. The date assigned to the Singhalese king Kassapa V., who helped the 
Pandya king with troops, is A.D. 929 to 939. But the chronoiogy of ће Mahdvamsa 
is not free from difficulties, and it is not impossible that the reign of Kassapa V. has 
to be placed some years earlier. It is, again, not unlikely that the Singhalese chronicle 
here refers to the defeat of Rájasimha-Pándya (provided this was different from the 
victory over the Singhalese troops) described Jin verse 11 of the Udayéndiram plates, 
whieh must, however, have taken place in or before A.D. 921-22. А 


34. As far as we can ascertain from Chôla inscriptions, the third war of 
Parántaka I. against the Pandyas must have been undertaken towards the close of 
his reign and was apparently the occasion for assuming the title Maduraiyum Ílamum 
konda i.e. * who conquered Madura and Ceylon, which we find, for instance, in five 
inscriptions copied during the period under report (Nos. 184, 310, 313 and 341 of 
1906 and No. 23 of 1907). Their dates range from the 39th ( = A.D. 945-6) to 
the 41st year ( =A.D. 947-8) of his reign. ‘The earliest reference to the conquest 
of Ceylon occurs in the 87th year = A.D. 943-4 (No. 375 of 1903), while a record 
of the 40th year = A.D. 946-7 mentions Parántaka's invasion of Ceylon (Ep. Ind. 
Vol. VIL, р. 1). The Mahávamsa seems to refer to this war as follows: “ Now at 
that time (2.е. during the reign of Раррша V.) king Pándu, because he feared the 
Cholians, left his country and got into a ship and landed at Mahátittha. And the 
king sent unto him and was well pleased to see him, and gave him great possessions, 
and eaused him to live outside the city. And while the king of Lanká was yet prepar- 
ing for war, thinking unto himself * now shall I make war with the Cholian king and 
take two sea-ports and give them unto 
king Pandu,’ it came to pass that a fierce 
strife arose, from some cause, among the princes of the island to the great misfortune 
ofPándu. And king Pándu thought thus to himself: ‘I shall reap no advantage by 
dwelling here.’ So he left his crown and other apparel, and went to the Kéralaite ” 
(Mr. Wijesimbha's Translation, Chapter LIII, p. 81 1.). The dates assigned to Dappula 
У. are A.D. 940—52. If the story of the Mahdvamsa can be believed, the Pandya 
king actually deserted his country and took refuge first in Ceylon and then in 
Kérala. Consequently, Parántaka's claim to have invaded Ceylon cannot be altogether 
unfounded. The Tiruválangádu plates evidently refer to this expedition when they 
report that the Pándya king, intent, as it were, on extinguishing the fire of the Chóla 
kings valour, entered the ocean deserting his hereditary dominions (verse 51). That 
the Pandya actually deserted his country and that it was occupied at least temporarily 
by the Chólas is indirectly proved by the inscriptions of Parántaka I., found in the 
Pandya country, which belong to the latter portion of his reign. 


35. According to the Mahdvamsa an attempt was made by the Chólas in 
A.D. 964-72 to get possession of the crown and the apparel left in Ceylon by the 
Pandya king when he fled to Kérala. The Chólas, though successful at first, were 
eventually defeated (Mr. Wijesimmha’s Translation, Chapter LIII, p. 84). If the dates 
are correct, this event might have happened during the time of Aditya-Karikdla, who 
is said to have fought against the Pandya 
king Vira-Pandya. The crown and other 
apparel were, however, seized at a later 
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.time by the Chóla king Rájéndra-Chóla I. (A.D. 1011-12 to at least 1036-37) when 
he invaded Ceylon. The Tamil inscriptions of the latter report that he took ‘the 
crown of Sundara and the pearl necklace of Indra, which the king of the South (те. 
the Pandya) had previously deposited with him (/.е. the king of Ceylon; 

26. Of the Chóla princes who lived in the interval from the death of Parántaka Г. 
to the accession ої Rájarája І. in A.D. 985, it is doubtful if Rajaditya actually 
reigned after his father. In paragraph 20 of the Annual Report for 1903-04, 
I tentatively assigned two records to Gandaráditya and one to Arimjaya in paragraph 
21 of the Annual Report for 1905-06. From the Tiruválangádu plates we learn that 
Parántaka II., son of Arimjaya, was called Sundara-Chéla (Annual Report for 
1905-06, paragraph 16) and an inscription of the 5th year of Sundara-Chóla has been 

found in the Sivayóganáthasvámin temple 

at Tiruvisalür in the Tanjore district 

(No. 40 of 1907). It is partly in Sanskrit and partly in Tamil, but is, unfortunately, 
built in. The name Sundara-Chóla and the 5th vear occur in the Sanskrit portion, 
while in the Tamil portion the name of the king is only partially accessible. 
Whether it was Rájakésarivarman or Parakésarivarman cannot be made out at 
present. No. 203 of 1906 and No. 51 of 1907 dated during the reign ої Paraké- 
sarivarman, ‘ who took the head of the Páündya,' may belong to Aditya-Karikála, 

а | whose name occurs as ‘ Parakésarivarman 
ВЫ who took the head of Vira-Pándya? in 
an inscription at Ukkal (South-Ind. Insers. Vol. IIL., p. 21). Parakésarivarman alias 

Sri-Kandarádittan Sri-Madurántakar, whose inscription has been found at Tiruviéalür

Chóla, son of Gandaráditya (Annual Report for 1903-04, paragraph 20 ; for 1904-05, 
paragraph 12; for 1905-06, paragraph 22). His 15th year seems to have corre- 
sponded to the 7th year of Rájarája I. (No. 176 of 1906). In this case, the accession 

of the former must have taken place in A.D. 977-S. Of Madiraikonda Rájakésari- 
varman two inscriptions of the 17th year have been found at Tirumálpuram in the 

North Arcot district (Nos. 307 and 308 of 1906). Three other records of the same 

king are known (No. 12 of 1896, No. 75 of 1897 and No. 377 of 1903), of which one 
has been edited by Professor Hultzsch (No. 12 of 1896) in the Epigraphia Indica 

(Vol. IV. p. 331) He has identified. 

this king with Madhurüntaka, son of 

Gandaráditya. But this identification does not appear probable, because the latter 

was called Parakésarivarman and Uttama-Chéla. We must, therefore, wait for 

future researches for the identification of Madiraikonda Rájakésarivarman. Another 

Chóla king whose time is doubtful is Karikála-Chóladéva (No. 109 of 1906). 


37. As regards Rájarája I. (A.D. 985 to 1013), we learn from two of the 
Rajaraja I Tirumálpuram inscriptions that he was

called Mummadi-Chóladéva in his 4th year 
= A.D, 983 (Nos. 265 and 283 of 1906). The latter is interesting as it relates to an 
enquiry into the affairs ої the temple of Tiru-Agnisvara at Tirumálpéru by Madurán- 
takan Kandarádittanár with a committee 
consisting of five members. The endow- 
ments had been neglected and Ње 
offerings had been reduced to two пай of rice. The produce of the temple lands were 
being misappropriated. Madurántakan Kandarádittanár set matters right by his 
investigation. A similar enquiry was made by the same prince three years later in 
the temple at Tiruvallam in the North Arcot distriet (South-Ind. Insers., Vol. ПІ. 
р. 102). Seven other inscriptions at Tirumálpuram, mention Madurántakan Капдага- 
dittanár, viz. five belonging to the reign of Rajakésarivarman (Nos. 268, 285, 292A., 
294 and 295 ої 1906), one of Parakésarivarman (280 of 1906) and one -of Rájarája I. 
(No. 282 of 1906). The last refers to the fact that Madurántakan Kandarádittar had 
fined the men in charge of the store-room of the Agni$vara temple in the 4th year 
of the reign of Rájarája I. This was probably one of the results of the enquiry 
mentioned in No. 253 of 1906. Ап inscription of the llth year ої -Rajaraja І. 
( = A.D. 995-6) records the gift of а ‘lamp to the sbrine of Anumadéva (2.е. the god 
Hanumat) in the ruined Vishnu temple at Tirumálpuram (No. 335 of 1906). This 
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is important as it shows that the worship of Hanumat in the Tamil country dates 
from the 10th century at the latest. No. 42 of 1907 from Tiruviéalir in the Tanjore 
district is dated in the 29th year of the king’s reign ( — A.D. 1013) and refers to 
the performance of the ceremony of luiébhéra by Rajaraja and of hémagarbha by his ` 
queen Dantiéakti Vitankiyar alias Lókamahádéviyár in the Siva temple at the village 
of Tiruviéalür, which was called in ancient times Vémbarrür alas Sólamáttánda- 
chaturvédimangalam. і 

38. An important result for Chóla history from the operations of the last field 
season is the discovery in the Рапсапдг Zamindári and the adjacent country of a 
number of Chóla inscriptious in the Tamil language and alphabet. This was not 
altogether unexpected, because Mr. Rice had found Tamil inscriptions in the adjoining 
district of Kólàr in the Mysore State. The original language of this tract of country 
was Kanarese, used in the Вапа inscriptions (see paragraph 45, below) which belong to 
the period prior to Chóla ascendency in Southern India. "The Chóla kings represented 
in this part of the country are Râjêndra- 
Chola I. (Nos. 575 and 585 of 1908), 
Parakésarivarman Rájéndradóva (Nos. 574 and 586 of 1906), Rajakésarivarman alias 
Udaiyár éri-Virarájéndradóva I. (No. 541 of 1906), Adhirájóndradéva (Nos. 537 and 
573 of 1906), Rájakésarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulóttunga-Chóladéva І. (Nos. 
540, 553 and 256 of 1906), Vikrama-Chéladéva (No. 546 of 1906) and a few later 
kings (Nos. 550, 551, 559, 563, 568, 576 and 587 of 1906). No. 534 of 1906 from 
Pedda-Tippasamudram in the Cuddapah district is dated during the reign of the ` 
Chéla king Parakésarivarman alias Udaiyár Vilja]yarájéndra-Chóladéva and Saka- 
Samvat 981, the cyclic year Hémalamba, corresponding apparently to A.D. 1057-58. 
The only other inscription of this king hitherto known is from Кбаг in the 
Mysore State (No. 135 of 1892). It seems to be dated in the 35th year of his 
reign and mentions the victories over Vira-Pándya and the Chéra king. He is also 
said to have conquered Ceylon and Hattapádi and to have planted a pillar of victory 
in Kalyánapuram. These victories coupled with the date found in the Pedda-Tippa- : 
samudram inscription, show that the king must be Parakésarivarman Rajéndradéva 
(A.D. 1052 to 1062). But he did not 
reign 35 years. Ав he ascended the throne 
on the 28th May 1052 (Ep. Ind. Vol. VII. р. 7), bis 35th year corresponding to 
A.D. 1086-87 would take us into the reign of his son-in-law Kulóttunga I. In all 
probability, there is some mistake in the date. In one of the Chóla inscriptions found 
in the town of Punganfr, the place is called Kunganür (probably derived from 
Kanganüra which oceurs in No 543 of 1906) alias Valavandéréyana-chaturvédimanga- 
lam in Puli-nádu of Perumbánappádi, a sub-division of Paduvür-kóttam in Jayangonda- 
Chóla-mandalam. We know that Jayangouda-Chéla-mandalam was another name of 
Tondai-nádu or Tondai-mandalam, the ancient Pallava country South-ind. Insers. 
Vol. II. p. 312). It is interesting to know that this province extended in the north 
from Punganür as far as the borders of the Nellore district. The temple at Laddigam 
near Punganür was built during the reign of Kulóttunga I. and was called Irungóli- 
буага after a Chóla feudatory named Irungóla. The village was called Kóyárrür айав 
Uttama-Chólapuram. Among the numerous conquests of the Hoysala king Vishnu- 
vardhana figures Kóyatür, which has been identified with Coimbatore (Bombay 

Р А Gazetteer, Vol. I., Part II, р. 496). It is 
s Es oye ли MAN of not unlikely that this Кбуабйг is identical 

with Kóyárrür, the modern Laddigam in 

the Punganür Zamindári, which in one of the Bana inscriptions (No. 542 of 1906) is 
called Kóyatür. 


39. Sdlakéraladéva, known to us from two of the Tirukoilür inscriptions (Аллиа 
Report for 1899-00, paragraph 21), is represented in appendix B by a single record 
(No. 133 of 1906), .Elvánáéür (in the South Arcot district) or Iraiyánaraiy(ür, as it is 
called in ancient inscriptions, also bore 
а the other name Sri-S6lakérala-chaturvédi- 
mangalam. Sdlakérala is mentioned among the relations ої Parakésarivarman 
Rájéndradéva, for whom he claims to have provided kingdoms and provinces (South-

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of the pájárins (No. 100 of 1906). It is doubtful if this person is identical with his 
namesaké referred to as the рут in a Mélpddi record of Rájéndra-Chóla I.

Report for 1899-00, I said: * It may here be remarked that this is not the earliest 
epigraphieal evidence of land having been surveyed for purposes of revenue in ancient 
times. The inscriptions found on the walls of the Brihadiávara temple at Tanjore bear 
ample testimony to the accuracy of the revenue survey made prior to the time of the 
great Rájarája I. (who ascended the throne in A.D. 984). Тапа as small in extent as 
аю боб of а véli was measured and assessed to revenue (South-Ind. Insers., Vol. LI. 
р. 62, paragraph 11).” An inscription at Tiruviéalür ір the Tanjore district, dated 
in the 24th year of the Chéla king Rajaraja I. (= A.D. 1008-09) refers to a revenue 
survey apparently carried out some time before the date of the inscription (No. 44 of 
1907). Perhaps the measurements of land given so accurately in some of the Tanjore 
inscriptions were.based on the survey made some time before А. D. 1008-09. In 
the 48th year of Kulóttunga I. (A. D. 1117-18) the village assembly of Iraiyá- 
enaraiyür (the old name of Elváuá$ür in the South Arcot district) alias Sri-Sdlakérala- 
ehaturvédimangalam sold land under peculiar circumstances (No. 164 of 1906). Two 
men, who had been writing the deeounts of the village ш A. D. 1115-16, appear to 
have incurred debts and to have left the village without discharging them. The village 
assembly, whose employees the accountants must have been, was required to pay the 
debts by seiling some fields. 


40. Students of Tamil literature will be interested to know that provision is made 

ee eer ; ic for the recitation of Mánikkaváéagar's 
Маат ША К dmn een ea hymn  Tiruchehálal at the Elvánáótr 
temple in a record of the 17th year of the reign of Vikrama-Chóla (No. 165 of 1906) — 
A.D. 1135. The approximate date of Manikkavagagar has already been referred to 
(paragraph 23 above). The inner gópura as well as the mandapa enclosing the central 
shrine in the Sivayóganáthasvámin temple at Tiruviéalür in the Tanjore district are 
reported to have been built by the same Chóla king (No. 52 of 1907).  Rájarája II., 
whose aecession took plaee in A. D. 1146, is represented in appendix B by seven 
inseriptions from Ејуапабаг (Nos. 129, 131, 137, 140, 163, 166 and 170 of 1906). 
No. 410f 1906 from T'irukkadaiyür may belong to the same reign, though the historical 
introduction is different. Two records of his successor Rájádhirája IT. (Nos. 36 and 58 
of 1906) and two of Kulóttunga III. (A. D. 1178 to 1217) have been found at the 
latter village (Nos. 42 and 45 of 1906). The two latter open with a historical 
introduetion which is slightly different from that published by Professor Hultzsch 
Kulóttuhga Ш (South-Ind. Inscrs., Vol. ПІ. pp. 213-19). 

5 | We are here told that Vira-Pándya, 

the opponent of the Chóla king, took refuge along with his near relations in Kollam 
(i.e. Quilon in Travancore). ^ Kulóttunga ПІ. is also said to have honored the ‘ son 
of the king Kaikaya.’ This was probably an ally of either the Chéra or of the 
Pandya king. Virakérala conquered by the Chóla is here said to be a Pandya prince. 


41. Five inscriptions of Tribhuvanachakravartin Virarájéndra-Chóladéva (Nos. 34, 

180, 158, 172 and 559 of 1906), one of Tribhuvanachakravartin Virarajéndradéva 
(No. 56 of 1906), one of Virarájéndra-Chóladéva (No. 178 of 1906) and two of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vijayarájéndradéva (Nos. 99 and 114 of 1906) have been 
copied during the period under review. As these names are slightly different we 
have to assume, at least for the present, that they denote different kings, especially as - 
the history of the Chólas subsequent to the death of Rájarája III. 18 not yet quite 
satisfactorily settled. In the first place, Virarájéndra-Sóladóva was а name of the 
Chéla king Kulóttunga III. (Ер. Ind. Vol. УП. p. 172), who was also called 
T Virarájéndradéva according to two 

ВЕ oC а ње йи pons from Саена: (бі 

Ind. Insere., Vol. III. p. 205). We have also reason to suppose that Virarájéndra- 
Chóladéva might have been the name ої Rájurája ПТ. (A.D. 1216 to at least 1239).. 
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„From a number of inscriptions in the Tamil’ country, ‘whose dates have been verified 
by Professor Kielhorn (Ep. Ind., Vol. УЦ, È 176 and Vol. VIII, p. 272), it may 
Ве concluded, that the immediate successor of Кајагаја ПТ. was Rájéndra-Cbóla 
ІЙ, (A.D. 1246 to at least 1266). The state of the (‘héla dominions after the 
death of Rajaraja ПТ. do not preclude the possibility of more than one Chóla king 
reigning at the eame time in different parts of the country. As regards Vijaya- 
rijéndradéva, the- question is more difficult to decide. Two other inscriptions of 
Vijayarájéndra-Chóladéva are known, viz. one from Tiruvannamalai (No. 520 of 
1902) and the other from "l'iruppálappandal (No. 162 of 1904) in the South Arcot 
district. The gépura of the Jambunatha temple at Jambai in the same district was 
built by a native of the Chéla country during the reign of Vijayarajéndradéva (No. 114 
of 1906). No. 156 of 1906, which is undated but probably belongs to the time of 
Virar&jéóndra-Chóladéva, registers a declaration ни“ by а woman ae committing 
suttee. She says that if she lived after her 
б а OMe О husband, she should become the slave of 
her eo. wives: Whoever said she ought 
not to die, should incur the sin of prostituting his wife. If she did not die, those who 
did not bind and throw her into the fire and kill her should incur the sin о of prostituting 
their wives. 


42. Before proceeding to the next section it is necessary to refer to a few records 
which throw some light on the administration of eriminal law during the Chóla period, 
One case of murder under provocation and seven cases of accidental death, with the 
expiation prescribed for the persons responsible for €hem, are registered in appendix B. 
Five of them are from Jambai in the South Arcot district two from E]váná$ür and 
one from Grámam in the eame distriet. They are the following :— 


(1) 28th year of the Chóla king Rájarája 1. = A.D. 1012-13.—4 merchant of 
Jambai had a concubine whom a native of Návalür (Tirunámanallür in the South Arcot 
district) attempted to outrage at night. The latter was stabbed by the merchant. 
The merehant could not be prosecuted. He combined with a relative of the deceased 


and gave gold fora lamp to burn in the Tánrónri-Álvár temple at Jambai (No. 77 
of 1906). 


(2) 3rd гат ot Parakésarivarman Rájéndradéva = A.D. 1054.—4A village 
officer (?) demanded taxes from a woman, who declared she was not liable. The former 
seems to have put her through an ordeal. The woman took poison and died. А 
meeting of the people from “the four quarters, eighteen districts and the various 
countries”? was held, and it was decided that the man was liable. In order to expiate 
his sin he paid 32 &á$u for burning a lamp at the temple of Tiruttándónri-Mahádéva 
(No. *0 of 1906). 


(3) and (4) 8rd year of Rdjakésarwarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kuléttunga- ен. —А Сада went a hunting, missed his aim and shot a Vellála. 
The agriculturists from “ the seventy-nine districts” assembled together and declared 

the Südra guilty. He was required to present 64 cows to the Tiruttándónri 
Áludaiyár temple for burning two lamps (No. 67 of 1906). No. 188 of 1906 from 

Grimam, whieh may also belong to the same reign, шен. to a similar accidental 
eath 


(5) Reign of Vikrama-Chóla (A.D. 1118-35), year lost.—The inseription is 
mutilated. But from the preserved portion it appears that a man pushed his wife 
and she probably fell down and died in consequence. The one thousand and five 
hundred men . . . . of the four quarters fassembled aud | declared the husband 
guilty. He was required to provide for lamps (number lost) in the Tiruttandé ari- 

ludaiyár temple (No. 91 of 1906). 


(6) 9th year of Vikrama-Chóla = A.D. 1126–97.—Тће inscription is built 
in at the beginning and could not be copied in full. A Уе а and another were 
comparing their skill in arms. А third mam who was a relative of the former also 
seems to have tried his strength, but he stabbed the second man. The relatives of 
the deceased were apparently consulted and it seems to have been decided that the 
third man should present 32 cows for burning a lamp in the temple of Tirunági$varam- 
udaiyár (No. 92 of 1906). 
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(7) 10% year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Rájidhirá[ ja гра (3rd quarter of the 
12% Century 2).--А woman threw a stick at her daughter. But the stick hit another 
girl who died on the 20th day after the occurrence. It was decided that a lamp should 
be burnt in the temple of Ürbágangondarulina-Náyanár. Accordingly the husband of 
the woman who hit the girl presented 32 cows to the temple (No. 148 of 1906). 


(8) 10% year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Кајатаја 111. = A.D. 1225-26.—A 
man was hunting boar at night. He missed aim and shot a human being. For the 
merit of the deceased the former gave 32 cows for a lamp to burn in the temple of 

rbagan-gondarulina-Wahadévar at Iraiy&ánaraiyür alias Sri-Sdlakérala-chaturvédi- 
mangalam (No. 138 of 1906). 


Tus Cnóras or THE TELUGU Country. 


43. Of this family, whose history was briefly referred to іп the Annual Reports 
for 1904-05 (Part lI, paragraphs 5 and 6) and 1905-00 (l'art II, paragraph 51), three 
records have been copied during the period under review. Опе of them is from 
"Muttuküru (No. 517 of 1906), another from Proddutüru (No. 466 ої 1906) aud the 
third from Nallacheruvupalle (Nó. 495 of 1906) in the Cuddapah district. The first 
two are dated during the reign of Chéla-Mah4raju, while the third mentions Elachóla- 
Maháráju and Mutturáju. Elajóla figures among the ancestors of a Chola chief named 
Srikantha in a copper plate preserved in the Madras Museum ( Ep. Ind. Vol. У. p. 123, 

footnote). In his volume of Tumkur inscriptions Mr. Rice refers to certain chiefs 
“in the country around Hémávati and Nidugal who call themselves Chóla-Mahárájas ” 
(Ep. Carn. Vol. XIJ.'Introduetiog, p. 7). Of these. Chóla Dhananjaya Eriga was 
ruling the Alvadi 600 as the subordinate of a certain Gangul Pallava Каја, and 
Chólika-Muttarasa was ruling Kandakotta. Mr. Rice assigns both of these chiefs to 
about A.D. 750. Тһе Chólas whose inscriptions have been found in the C'uddapah 
district were ruling the Rénándu 7000 (No. 517 of 1906) and claim descent from the 
ancient Chóla king Karikála. As the Chólas of Nidugal and Hémávati do not claim 
any such ancestry, we have to suppose thdt they were different from the Chólas of the 
Cuddapah distriet. 


THE VAIDUMBAS. 


44. The Vaidumbas are represented in appendix B by two inseriptions from the 
Cuddapah district (Nos. 533 and 536 of 1906). In one of them, the king’s name is 
partially damaged while the other belongs to the time of Ganda-Trinétra (No. 533 of 
1906) and refers to the battle of Soremati between the Vaidumba and Nolamba kings. 
No. 295 of 1905 from Madanapalle belongs to the same reign and reports the death 
of a hero in the battle of Soremati, which was apparently fought between the Vaidumba 
king and the Banas on one side and the Nolamba king, Dadiga and Ráchamalla on the 
other. In his Кбідг volume Mr. Rice mentions two Vaidumba inscriptions. One of 
them (Bg. 62) is dated during the reign of Ganda-Trinétra, apparently identical with 

Ganda-Trinêtra his namesake mentioned above. Here he 

ae ей is said to be ruling the kingdom of the 

world with Kirudore or little river as his boundary. Mr. Rice assigns these two 
inscriptions to about A.D. 900 (Ер. Carn. Vol. X. Introduction, р. xxii}. In para- 
graph 28 of the Annual Report for 1904-05, І mentioned а Vaidumba feudatory of 
the Ráshtraküta king Krishna ПІ., named Vikramaditya, who was governing Maládu, 
Vánagóppádi, Singapura-nádu and Venkunra-kóttam. Three inscriptions from Kilür 
near Tirukoilür mention Sandayan ‘Tiruvayan, another Vaidumba feudatory of 
Krishna III. (Ер. Ind. Vol. УП. рр. 142-44). They are dated about A.D. 960-61, 
961-62 and 963-64, respectively. Mr. Rice mentions the Vaidumba Vikramaditya 
Tiruvayya as ruling the Ganga 6000 and 23 a feudatory of the Nolamba king 
hates Vaidambaa Dilipayya or Iriva-Nolamba. For the 

l latter Мг. Rice gives 4wo dates near the 
end of his reign, wz. A.D. 961 and 966, while Tiruvayya himself repaired a tauk 
about AD. 950 (Ер. Carn. Vol. X. Introduction, р. хх). 16 may, therefore, be 
supposed that this Vikramáditya-Tiruvayya is identical with the Sandayan Tiruvayan 
(е. Tiruvayan, son of Sandayan) of the Kilür inseriptions. Sandayan was perhaps 
another name of Vikramaditya. This conjecture is rendered likely by the fact of Tiru- 
vaya's son having been Chandrasékhara, who was perhaps called after his grandfather. 
And Chandra&ékhara might have been familiarized into Sandayan. If this conjecture 
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is correct, the Ráshtraküta king Krishna III. must have appointed the Vaidumba 
Vikramáditya (also known as Sandayan or Chandraékhara) to govern a portion of 
the Tondai-mandalam soon after the battle 
of Takkólam. This is apparently how 
these Vaidumbas, who were originally ruling in the Telugu and Kanarese country, 
settled in the Tondai-mandalam and subsequently continued there as feudatories of the 
Chéla kings Rájarája I. and Rájéndra-Chóla I. (South-Ind. Inscre. Vol. Ш. 
рр. 104 and 107). Ganda-Trinétra of the Madanapalle and Pedda-Tippasamudram 
inscriptions was perhaps the last of the independent Vaidumba kings, for soon after 


his time the Vaidumbas were conquered by the Chóla king Parántaka I. (South- 
Ind. Insers. Vol. П. р. 379). 


Vaidumbas settled in the Tondai-mandalam. 


Тнв Dáwas. 


45. Eight inseriptions of this feudatory family have been copied during the period 
under review in the Punganür Zamíingári. Four of them belong to the time of 
Mahávali-Dánarasa (Nos. 543, 525, 570 and 584 ої 1906). Тһе first of these refers to 
the battle of Soremati. where the Bana king opposed on behalf of the Permanadi (i.e. 
the Western Ganga king’), the Nolamba (king 2), Rachamalla and Mayindadi. A viragal 
at Madanapalle in the Cuddapah district (No. 295 of 1905) refers to the same 
battle, which probably took place during the reign of the Vaidumba king Ganda- 
Trinétra. There is а stone at Bangavádi in the Kólár district of the Mysore State 
which refers to a battle between the same parties (No. 102 of 1899). Another véragdl 
at the same village which is in Tamil and is dated in the 24th year of the reign of 
the Gahga-Pallava king Vijaya-Narasimhavikramavarman seems to refer to earlier 
events (No. 103 of 1899). 1t the Háehamalla mentioned in these inscriptions was а 
Ganga, һе may be identified with the Satyavákya-Kongunivarma-Permanadi- Rája- 
malla, whose final date is about A.L. 870-1 (Ep. Jud. Vol. VI. p. 59). In this case 
the date of Mahávali-Bánarasa may be taken roughly as the middle of the 9th 
century. The other Bana inscriptions ш appendix B are datid during the time of 
Mahával-Bánarasa Vikramaditya Bdnakandarpa Jayaméru (No. #69 of 1900), 
Mahávali-Vánarasa Bánavidyádhara (No. 571 of 1906) and Mahávali Vánarasa 
Vijayaditya Virachilimant Prabhuméru (Хо. 542 of 1906). The last refers to a 
raid on Kóyatür, i.e. the modern Laddigam by Káduvatti-Muttarasa, and represents 
the Bána king as ruling over the Vadugavali 12,000 and Manne ?00. Later Chóla 
inscriptions copied in the Punganür Zamindari show that Perumbánappádi, г.е. the 
Bana territory, extended as far as Punganür in the west. As we know already 
that it extended in the east as far as Kálahasti (Annual Report for 1903-04, 
paragraph 26), it is clear that the province occupied almost the whole of the 
modern North Arcot district to the north of the river Pálár. No. 555 of 1906 which 
seems to be a Bana inscription records a case of suétee. 


46. About A.D. 892-98 the Nolamba king Mahéndrádhirája Nolamba claims to 
have destroyed the Bana family (Annual Report for 1900-91, paragraph 11) and 
the Chóla king Parántaka I. (A.D. 907 to 948) uprooted by force two Bana kings 

later Bânas and presented their kingdom to the 

M Ganga Prithivipati II. (South-Ind. Insers. 

Vol. 11. pp. 387 and 383). The Vánarája Alagamaiyan mentioned in No. 827 of 1906 
was apparently a petty chief of the family who became a subordinate of Párthivén- 
dravarman. Having been deprived of their dominions by the Chéla king Parántaka I., 
one branch of the Banas appears to have sought their fortunes in the Telugu country. 
A descendant of this branch was Chüraballiráju, whom we find at Konidena in the 
Guntur district in the 12th century A.D. (Annual Report for 1899-00, para- 
graph 85). Another branch appears to have migrated to the country on the banks 
of the river Southern Pennar and called it Vánagóppádi. As pointed out in para- 
graph 44, this province seems have been bestowed on the Vaidumbas soon after the 
death of Parantaka I. No. 86 of 1906 found at Jambai in the South Arcot district is 
dated in the 26th year of the reign of the Chóla king Rájarája I. (= A.D. 1010-11) 
and mentions а feudatory of his named Maravan Narasimhavarman alias Râjarâja- 
Vanakévaratyar, who belonged to the race of Mahábali, was lord of Nandagiri (ве. 
Nandidroog in the Mysore State) and of Parivaipura (the traditional capital of the 
Banas). “These titles prove that Maravan Narasimhavarman was а Bana. Two years 
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earlier he built the tank at Nerkunram alias Vayiraméga-chaturvédimangalam (No. 84 

ої 1906). No. 109 of 1906 found at Jambai mentions a certain Vánakóvaraiyar- 
Viraparumar (i.e. Viravarman) whose time is unknown. In the time of Rajéndra- 

Chóla I., Vánagappádi (or Vadagarai-Vánagappádi) was called Madurantaka-valanddu 
(No. 82 of 1906) and Rájéndra-valanádu during the reign of Kuléttunga I. (No. 68 
of 1906). In the 13th century a certain Ponparappina Vanakévaraiyar was а 
feudatory of the usurper Perufijinga (No. 159 of 1906), who reigned from A.D. 1243 

to at least 1278-79 (Ep. Ird. Vol. УП. р. 165). Nos. 381, 332, 383 and 385 of 
1906 found at Kudumiyámalai in the Pudukkóttai State contain Tamil verses in 
praise of the former. Не calls himself Magadésan, Viramágadan and Vánakulóttaman 
and claims to have defeated the Chólas. He was the son of a certain Rájarájadéva. 
Inscriptions of this chief have also been copied in previous years. In later times the: 
Banas seem to have gone further south and settled in the Madura district, where we 
find inscriptions of Mávali Vánádaráyar in the 16th century (see, for instance, Nos. 585 
and 587 of 1902.) 


THe НОУЗАГАЗ. 


. 47. The reeords of this dynasty copied during the year under report have all 
been found at Парёуакацко ал in the Coimbatore district and relate to the last king of 
the dynasty, viz. Vira-Vallàla ПІ. But some of the inscriptions from Kudumiyámalai 
and Murappu-nádu mention the Hoysala king Vira-Sómé$vara, who seems to have 
become related to the Pándyas by intermarriage, as І have already pointed out (see 
paragraph 26 above". e 

48. Dapáyakankóttai is а village 12 miles west-south-west of Satyamangalam 
in the Satyamangalam taluka of the Coimbatore district. Mr. Sewell mentions 
a ruined fort with a Siva temple at the place. The whole place was overgrown with 
prickly-pear and other vegetation. Mr. С. A. Innes, І С.8., Revenue-ofticer of the 
Bhavani Project, first inspected the locality and had a path eut in the jungle. This 
path made the inscriptions accessible to my 
assistant who was deputed to copy them 
at once as the fort and the temples might get submerged in one of the Bhavani 
reservoirs. There are three temples in the place, two inside the fort and the third 
outside of it. All the three are deserted. Тавегірііопз are found on one of the 
- temples in the fort, which appears to have been dedicated to the god Siva, and in the 
shrine outside the fort called Máduvarkóvil dedicated to the god Vishnu. 


Antiquities at Dandyakankéttai. 


49. Eleven inscriptions in all were copied at the place (Nos. 436 to 446 of 1906). 
The earliest of themis in the Vishnu temple. The beginning seems to be engraved 
on the east wall and the remainder on the south wall of the mandapa in front of the 
central shrine (No. 444 of 1906). It belongs to the reign ої the last Hoysala king 
Vira-Vallála IIF., who had his capital at Unnámalaippattanam, 2.е. Tiruvannámalai in 
the South Arcot district, and is dated in Saka-Samvat 1245 expired, the сусе year 
A family of Hovsala feudatori Rudhiródgárin corresponding to A.D. 
NODI Oh Ноуша ое р 1323-24. Mention is made of а feudatory 
named Vira-Chikka-Kétaya, son of Madhaya-Dandaniyaka. The former bore the titles 
Sitagaraganda, Immadi- Rávuttaráya, Когдата- Маг, Kongara-disipatta, Nilagirisádhára, 
Alldlandtha-divyasripddapadmdrdihaka, EkddaSivratanirata and Svastipuravarádhisvara. 
These titles prove that Madhava and his son Kétaya must be identical with the 
Mádhava-Dannáyaka, son of Perumáledéva, and his son Kétaya, who, according 
to Mr. Rice, were governors of Padinálku-nád with the seat of government at 
Terakanámbi in the Gundiupét taluka of the Mysore district (Ep. Curn. Vol. IV. 
Introduction, p. 23). Perumáledéva was the /minister already during the time of 
Vira-Valiála's father Narasimha ПІ. 


50. The fort at Danáyakankóttai is called N ilagirisádáran-kóttai, evidently after 
the title Nílagirisádáran or Nilagirisádhaka ‘subduer of Nilagiri? (the Nilgiris) 
which seems to have been assumed by Perumáledéva-Dannáyaka. The Vishnu temple 

"oisi hv of Mádavarkóvil is called .Vildehaládhipa- 
Conquest of the Nilgiris by Hoysala generals. grámanátha-Mádhava, i. the god Mad: 


hava, who ів the lord of the village (called after) the ruler of Niláchala or the Nilgiris, 
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The conquest of the Nilgiris by the Hoysalas is mentioned already in inscriptions 
of Vishnuvardhana (A.D. 1117 and 1137). His general Ршиза-Каја is said-to have 
frightened the ‘Todas and offered up the peak of the Nilagiri to the goddess of victory. 
He also “ seized Nilddri, and pursuing the Maleyálas, captured their forces and made 
himself master of Kérala (Malabar) before showing himself in Bayal-nád (ог Wayanád) >. 
Another subordinate of the same king was ordered to attack the Külkulla fort above 
the peak of the Nilagiri. (ittiyanna ог Bittiga, the minister of Vishnuvardhana’s 
suceessor Narasimha I., also claims to have subdued Nilachala, i.e, the Nilgiris (Ep. 
Carn., Vol. IV. Introduction, рр. 19—21). But Perumaledéva-Danniiyaka seems to 
have been the first to assume the title Nilagtri-sédhaka * subduer of Nilagiri! And as 
ev 

Building of the fort at DebAyakapkéttei. о AE en Dots 
kóttui, we may suppose that the place was called Nilagirisádáran—or Nílagirisádhakan- 
kóttai after Perumáledéva and the name must have been subsequently altered into 
DannáyakankóÓttai to commemorate the office of dandundyuka or dannáyaka which ће 
and his successors held under the Hoysalas. Accordingly, the fort was probably built 
in the last quarter of the 13th century A.D. 


51. The earliest of the inscriptions in the Siva templeat Dan&yakankóttai belongs 
also to the reign of the Hovsala king Vira-Vallála ПІ. and is dated in Saka-Sarnvat 
1260, the Pramathin-samvatsara corresponding apparently to A.D. 1339-40 (No. 437 
of 1906). The donor is Мадаррап Singaya-Dannáyaka, who bears a few of the more 
important titles of Kétaya mentioned above. The name has evidently to be explainéd 
as Singaya-Dannayuka, son of Mádappa 
or “Madhava. Consequently Singaya- 
Dannáyaka must have been a brother of Kétaya. In two other inscriptions of the 
Siva temple dated in A.D. 1346-47 (No. 442 of 1906) and 1347-48 (No. 440 of 1906), 

ibgaya-Dann&yaka figures as а semi-independent ruler and does not mention his 
overlord. Nos. 436 and 438 of 1906 register orders issued by the temple authorities 
and therefore do not mention Singaya-Dannáyaka, though he must have been the 
governor at the time. In all these inscriptions the Siva temple is called Tándónriá- 
varamudaiyár at Turavalür alas Nilagirisádhárankóttai in Oduvakká-nádu (a sub- 
division) of Kongu. The latest known date of Vira-Vallála in my eollection is Saka- 


Samvat 1265, the сусіїс year Chitrabhánu, corresponding to A.D. 1342-43 (No. 169 
of 1892).

Тнк VijaxANAGARA KINGS. 


52. From the Bitragunta grant we learn that there was a branch of the Vijaya- 
nagara family settled in the Nellore district (Ер. Ind. Vol. Ш. pp. 21—35). Катра 
I., one of the sons of Samgama Г., was the first member of this branch and Samgama 
II. was governing the province in Saka-Samvat 1275 corresponding to A.D. 1356-57. 
The inscriptions found at Mópür in the Cuddapah district introduce another son of 
Kampaņa, named Víraári-Sávanna-Odeya (Nos. 500, 503 and 504 of 1906). The latter 

claimed to be the lord of the Eastern 
Vira-Savanna-Odey a, ‘lord of the Eastern ocean and had his capital at Udayagiri- 
oceans: patna, ге. the modern Udayagiri in the 
Nellore district. These three inscriptions are dated in Saka-Samvat 1273, 1275 and 
1283, and it is therefore difficult to understand how Samgama II. could "have been 
governing the same province in Saka-Samvat 1278. According to an inscription at 
Kálahasti in the North Arcot district Viraéri-Savana-Udaiyar’s 15th year corresponded 
to the cyclic year Subhakrit (No. 188 of 1903) = Saka-Samvat 1285. His accession 
must therefore have taken place in Saka-Samvat 1270-71. Не must be distinct from 
Vira-Savana-Udaiyar, son of Vira-Mukkana-Udaiyar, whose inscription dated in 
Saka-Sathvat 1303 expired, the Durmati-sarvateara, has been found at Тігиувіудги in 
the Tanjore district (No. 253 of 1894). А third chief with a similar name is Sayana- 
Udaiyar, whose date is unknown and who may or may not be identical with either of 
the other two chiefs (Nos. 8 of 1899 and 213 and 214 of 1901). 


53. The earliest inscription of Bukka I. in the appendices is No. 522 of 1906 found 
at Kadiri in the Cuddapah district. It is dated in Saka-Samvat 1274, the Nandana 
year, corresponding to A.D. 1352-53. Же аге told that the king, here called Vira- 
Bukkana-Vodayalu was ruling at Dhorasamudra and Penugonda. An earlier copper- 
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plate of the same king is published by Mr. Rice in his ‘Ep. Cara., Vol. X. (Mg. 158). 
It is dated in Saka-Samvat 1266, the Tarana-samvatsara corresponding to A.D. 1344-45 
Here as well as in a second similar grant preserved in another village (Gd. 46), 
we аге told that the city of Vidyánagara was established by Vidyáranya. These 
two inscriptions are also very interesting from another point of view. The donee is 
described as follows :— |

From the deseription it seems as if the donee was the Telugu p ~ асћапа 
^ A Sôma, who according to Rao Bahadur 
T пови Ne Каза Боша рано by Viresalingam Pantulu, must have lived 
about 20 ог 30 vears after Exrápragada. 
The latter was the protegé of the Kondavidu Reddi chief Ana-Véma, whose earliest date 
is Saka-Samvat 1267 (Annual Report for 1899-00, paragraphs 60 and 61). The 
gôtra, sútra and закћа of the poet cannot be verified as the first ásvása of his Harivam- 
ати, where all these details may be expected has not yet been traced. Of Bukka’s son 
Kampana (II.) four inseriptions are included in appendix В, three from Tiruppanan- 
gádu in the North Arcot district (Nos. 248, 249 and 250 of 1906) and the fourth 
from Elváná$ür in the South Arcot district (No. 162 of 1906), while Kampana's son 
Jommana is represented by two inscriptions at Eyil dated in the Saumya (No. 227 
of 1906) and Ananda-samavatsura (No. 224 of 1906). Of the three other inscriptions 
of Jommana hitherto known, two are dated in the latter year, сіє" one at Tirumalai 
in the North Arcot district (боній- па. Insers., Vol. I. №. 72) and the second at 
Tiruvannamalai in the South Arcot district (No. 573 of 1902). That he lived a pretty 
long time after the year Ananda is evident from No. 577 of 1902 and No. 572 of 
1906, the latter of which belongs to the time of his cousin Bukkaráya (Bukka 11.). 
Jommanna here figures as a subordinate of Bukka II. and seems to compete for the 
appointment ої danaáyaka in Saka-Samvat 1328. ‘the dates of Viruppanna II. or 
Virfipiksha І. range from Saka-Samvat 1301 to at least 1322 (No. 221 of 1906). 
From an inscription published by Mr. Rice in the Epigraphiu Carnatica, Vol. VIII. 
(Tirthahalli No. 196) it appears that he eventually succeeded to the throne at 
Vijayanagara. А record of his time found at Tiruppanangádu in the North Arcot 
Virappanna (IL) ` district and dated in Saka-Samvat 1303, 
d : the сусШе year Dundubhi (= A.D. 
1382-83) refers to the village tank having breached near the sluice. No funds were 
available for the repair and the fields irrigated by it remained uncultivated for a long 
time. The temple. authorities helped the villagers by selling a portion of the temple 
land and utilizing the proceeds for repairing the breach in the tank (Nos. 241 and 251 
of 1906). Another inseription ої Viruppana's time found at the same place (No. 239 
ої 1906) is dated ın Saka-samvat 1313, the Prajápati-sazvatsara, corresponding to A.D. 
1391-92 and refers to a severe famine in the previous year (7.e. A.D. 1390-91) caused 
by want of rain. The severity of the famine was so great that “ innumerable skulls 
were rolling about and paddy could not be had even at the rate of ten пай per 
panam” 

54. Dêvarâya I. ascended the throne in Saka-Samvat 1328 corresponding to 
A.D. 1406-07 (Annual Report for 1905-06, Part П., paragraph 45) and reigned until 
at least Saka-Samvat 1340 = A.D. 1417-18 (No. 521 of 1906). His son was 
Vira-Vijaya, who seems also to have borne the name Vijaya-Bukka, as No. 496 
ої 1906, found at Mopar in the Cuddapah district, speaks of Dévaráya It: as the son of 
Vira- Vijaya-Bukkaraya- Maháráya and Pratápa- Dévaraya, younger brother ої Dévaraya 
II. is said to have been the son of Vijaya- Bukka (No. 6 of appendix A). According 

у: to Nuniz, Vijaya reigned six years but 
eee “ did ву Mati тем, ” (Mr. 

Sewell’s Forgotten Empire, р. 62). After his father Dévaráya I. became king, Vijaya 
was installed as viceroy in A.D. 1408 at, Mulbagal in the Мувоге State (Ер. Carn., 
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Vol. X. of Introduction, р. xxxv). The earliest known date of the latter is Saka-Sainvat 
1381, the cyclic year Viródhin, corresponding to A.D. 1409-10 (Хо. 658 ої 1905). 
‘Here ће is called Vijaya-Dhüpatiráya. In Saka-Samvat 1344, the eyclic year Subhakrit 
(= A.D. 1422-23) he figures as the sovereign (Ep. Carm. Vol. УП. Sk. 93). 
Vira-Bukka mentioned in paragraph 45 of the last Annual Report witb the date A.D. 
1423-24 seems, to be identical with Vijaya. In №. 160 of 1901 we are told that 
Dévaráya (П.) commenced to reign in 
aka-Samvat 1343, the cyclie year Sár- 
varin, corresponding to A.D, 1420-21. Thus the interval between the latest known 
date of Dévaráya I. (A.D. 1417-18) and the accession of Dévaráya II. is about two 
years. It is therefore difficult to explain how Vira-Vijaya (Vijaya-Bukka or Vira- 
Bukka) could have reigned six years us stated by Nuniz. Still more inexplicable is 
Mr. Rice’s inscription, according to which Vira-Vijaya was the sovereign in Saka- 
Samvat 1344, ze. one year after the accession of his son Dévaráya II. It may, of 
соптве, be supposed that Vira-Vijaya was anointed to the throne while his father was 
still alive and reigning, and the same might have been the case with Dévaráya II. 
But most of the inscriptions of Víra-Vijaya have been found so far in the Tamil country 
—particularly in the South and North Arcot districts—and here he bears the inferior 
title of Udaiyar which seems to have been generally applied to Vijayanagara princes 
sent gut as vieeroys of provinces (see paragraph 29 of the Annual lieport for 1904-05, 
Part If). It may, therefore, be questioned if, during all the period of six yeare- 
mentioned by Nuniz, Vijaya was actually reigning at the capital Vijayanagara. 

55. According to Nuniz Dévaráya II. reignede25 years (Mr. Sewell’s Forgotten 
Empire, p. 62). His reign must, in that case, have come to an end about Saka-Samvat 
1368 corresponding to A.D. 1446-47, and we have three inscriptions of a certain 
Virapratápa- Vijayaráya- Maháráya dated in that year. In paragraph 80 of the Annual 

у RON А Report for 1904-05, I said: ‘At Kilür 

a им a ala aa ки ne Tirukoilür in the South Arcot district 
ів an inscription of Virapratápa-Vijayaráya-Maháráya ** who witnessed the elephant 
hunt.” But as the даје is Saka-Samvat 1368 (= A.D. 1446-4/) which falls into 
the reign of Dévaráya II. and as the title “ who witnessed the elephant hunt” is known 
to have been first borne by the latter, we have to suppose that there is some mistake 
in the name of the king. Perhaps the expression kumdrar Dévaráya- Máháráyar “son, 
Dévaradya-Maharaya” (which actually occurs in No. 581 of 1893 and No. 55 of 1900) 
has been by oversight omitted by the engraver after Vijayardya-Mahdrdya in line 4. 
The inscription sets forth that ‘in this kingdom tbe ministers had been taking 
presents (by force) from all ryots belonging to both the right-hand and left-hand 
classes at the commencement of each reign. In consequence of this all the ryots were 
harassed and ran away to foreign countries. Worship and festivals ceased in temples; 
the country became full of diseese; all people (that remained) either died or suffered.” 
The king (ráyar | was, therefore, pleased to prohibit this extortion. Annappa-Udaiyar, 
to'whom the royal order had been addressed, got it engraved in some places and not 
in others. А petition was sent to Nágarasa who appears to have extended the order 
of the king to the whole country.? That this order of the king was meant to be 
carried out is shown by an exact copy of it found at Elvánáéür in the South Arcot 
district (No. 161 of 1906). Mr. Rice has published an inscription of the same king 
dated in the same year ( Ep. Carn. Vol. ПІ., 
Sr. 107) which “from the date, must be 
meant for the next king (viz. Mallikárjuna), who was the grandson of Vijaya, and may 
therefore, according to the usual custom, have borne his name, though he is generally 
distinguished by other names" (169. Introduction, p. 23). In support of this 
view Mr. Rice adds that Dévaráya II., the father and predecessor of Mallikarjuna died 
in А.р. 1446. Professor Kielhorn thinks the inscription on which this statement is 
based refers to the death of Pratápa-Dévaráya, younger brother of Dévaráya 1I. 
(Appendix to Ер. Ind. Vol. УП. No. 495) and we have a date of Dévaráya II. later 
than the alleged day of his death (No. 496 of the same Appendix). It remains 
doubtful if these three dates of Vijayaráya-Maháráya belong to a hitherto unknown 
king of the first Vijayanagara dynasty or to Mallikárjuna, son of Dévaráya П. It is 
not altogether impossible that the original Vijaya, son of Dévaráya I., survived his 
son and reigned a short time after him.

Extortion by Vijayanagara ministers put down. 
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56. In paragraph 47 of the last Annual Report I said :—'* Mallikárjunarája, son 
of Pratápa-Dévará]a of Vijayanagara is mentioned in the second act of the Sanskrit 
drama Сапдадаза Pratápavilása composed by Gangádhara. In the extracts of the 
work published by Professor Eggeling, it is said that the city of Vijayanagara was. 
beseiged soon after the accession of Mallikárjuna by the allied Gajapati king and the 
Sultan of the south, who had been defeated on a previous occasion. Mallikarjuna is 
reported to have routed the enemies so thoroughly that the two allied kings just 
escaped with their lives." No. 93 of 1906, dated during the reign of king Virüpák- 
sha and Saka-Samvat 159[5], the cyclic year Nandana (corresponding to A.D. 1472-73) 
refers to the confusion caused by the Oddiyan (Ze. the king of Orissa) and the 
consequent cessation of festivals in the Siva teraple at Jambai in the South Arcot 
district for ten years No. 1 of 1905, dated two years earlier (A.D. 1470-71) during 
the reign of Sáluva Narasimhadéva-Mahárája also refers: to the confusion caused b 
the Oddiyan about **8 or 10 (years) ago” and to the Vishnu temple at Tirukoilür

concluded that there was an invasion of 
the king of Orissa into Vijayunagara territory, if not actually into the Tamil country, 
about А.Р. 1462-63. This date falls into the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Mallikárjuna; but it is doubtful if the invasion of the king of Orissa implied in these 
two inseriptions is the same as that referred to in the Gangdddsa Pratipavilisa. The 
* king of Orissa who was ruling at the timè was Kapilé$vara Gajapati (A.D. 1451-35 to 
A.D. 1469-70) whose “ whole reign was spent in warring with the Hindu kings of 
Vijayanagara or with the Mulfammaden kings of the Bahmani dynasty or in 
suppressing internal revolts.” (Journal, Asiatice Society of Bengal, Vol. LXIX, 
Part Г).  - 

57. Either during the reign of Mallikárjuna or subsequent to his death there seems 
to have been a Pandya invasion against Conjeeveram. We have an inscription (in the 
Ekámranátha temple) of a Pandya king named Bhuvanékaviran Samarakóláhalan

59. No. 94 of 1906 found at Jambai probably belongs to the reign of Vira- 
Nrisimha, the elder brother of Krishnaráya, though the king is called the son of Запа 
Narasingaraya. The date of the inscription is only a year or two prior to the coro- 
nation of Krishnaraya. Krishnaraya’s inseriptions copied during the year under report 
тайре from Saka-Samvat 1431 — A.D. 1509-10 (No. 491 of 1906) to 1452, the cyelie 
year Viródhin, corresponding to A.D. 1529-30 (No. 525 of 1906). According to two 
inscriptions at Conjeeveram the coronation of Krishnaráya's younger brother and 
successor Achyutaráya took place in the same year (Annual Report for 1899-00, 
paragraph 70). In Chapter XI of his Forgotion Empire, Mr. Sewell describes the 
seige and battle of Raichür, in which the Adil Shah of Bijapur was thoroughly routed 
by Krishnaráya. The victory of the Vijayanagara king жав яо complete that the 
Musalmáns Є cherished a wholesome dread of Krishnaráya and his valinat troops, and 
the Sultan, panie-stricken, never again during his enemy’s lifetime ventured to attack 
the dominions of Vijayanagara.” According to Nuniz the battle took place on the new 
. moon day of May 1522. But Mr. Sewell

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third gépura ofthe Amritaghatéévara temple at Tirukkadaiyür in the Tanjore district 
are engraved two Tamil verses which ‘register an endowment by a Вгаћтапа named 
Apatsahayan of Kadavür (Tirukkadavür or Tirukkadaiyür) for temple repairs (No. 47 
of 1906). The donor is said to have. pleased Krishnaráya by his warlike deeds at 
Iráchehür and Vijaiyapagara and the date is the cyclic year Vishaiya, which probably 
stands for Vrisha, corresponding to Saka-Samvat 1444 and A.D. 1521-22. It is 
interesting to note that a Вгаћтапа from the Tanjore district took part in one of the 
great battles of the 16th century. The reference t» warlike deeds at Vijaiyanagara 
may mean that there was an encounter at the capital of the Hindu king in whieh the 
Tirukkadaiyür Bráhmana took part. It is, however, not impossible that by Vijaiyá- 
nagara Bijapur is meant, because Krishnaráya advanced not long after the battle of 
Raichür to Bijapur, the Adil Sháh's capital and occupied it for some time (Mr. 
Sewell’s Forgotten Empire, p. 157). 


60. In the Annual Report tor 1899-1900,: paragraphs 70 to 75, I gave an account 
of the wars of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta as describe | in two inscriptions at 
Conjeeveram. His military operations began soon after his accession in A.D. 1529-30 
in the extreme south of the peninsula, where he despatched armaments to the kingdom 
of Tiruvadi, planted a pillar of victory in the Tamraparni river, received tribute from 
Tiruvadi, took (in marriage) the daughter of the Pandya king and brought Tumbichehi 
Nayakan and “Јоха Nayakan into subjection. By ‘the kingdom of Tiruvadi’ 
the principality of Travancore is meant because Tiruvadi is still a title borne by the, 
Travancore rulers. At Tiruppanangádu ih the North Arcot district is an inscription 
ої Achyuta dated in Saka-Samvat 1453 expired, the cyclic year Khara, corresponding 
to A.D. 1531-32 (No. 253 of 1906). The king boasts of having defeated the Muham- 
madan troops and to have planted a pillar of victory in the Odyarájya, £e. Orissa. In 
No. 175 of 1906, from Elvanaéfr in the 
South Arcot district, he calls himself ‘the 
destroyer of the army of the Tulukkar and the Oddiyar.’ We have at present no means 
of ascertaining what truth there is in these boasts. Reference is also made in the 
Tiruppanangádu inscription to the expedition intothe kingdom of Tiruvadi against 
Vira-Narasimharáya- Nayaka by Tirumalaidéva-Mahárája. While the latter was staying 
in Conjeeveram after seizing the former, a representation was made to him that a gift 
made by king Krisbnaráya to the Тігиррапађьӣди temple had not been carried out 
by Vira-Narasimharáya-Náyaka in spite of orders from Sáluva-Timma. ‘A certain 
Bógayadéva-Mabárája made enquiries into the matter and the gift was restored by 
Tirumalaidéva-Mahárája for the merit of king Achyuta. The expedition against the 
kingdom of Tiruvadi mentioned here is evidently the same as the one referred to in the 
Conjeeveram inscriptions. Tirumalaidéva-Maharaja, who was in charge of the expedi- 
tion is mentioned in the former and omitted in the latter. This is evidently identical 
with the Tirumalaiyadéva-Mahárája, son of Salakkaiyadéva-Mahárája mentioned in 
No. 174 of 1906. According to the Sanskrit work Achyutardydbhyudaya, extracts from 
which have been published by Mr. T. S. Kuppusvami Sastri of Tanjore in the T'milagam, 
the leader of the expedition against Travancore was the son of Sakalarája, whose name 
is not mentioned, but who was apparently the brother-in-law of the king.  Vira-Nara- 
sunbaráya-Náyaka seems to have been a Vijayanagara viceroy during the reign of 
Krishnaráya and to have become a rebel during the ‘time of his successor Achyuta. 
What the circumstances were that led to his rebellion and why he had to be seized in 
the kingdom of Tiruvadi are questions on which no information is at present 
forthcoming. An inscription at Kudumiyámalai which is built in in the middle 
(No. 399 of 1906) refers to а certain Vira-Narasingaraya-Nayakar. It is dated during 
the reign ої Krishnaraya and in Saka-Samvat 1444, the cyclic year Chitrabhánu, 
eorresponding to A.D. 1522-23. It may be that this chief is identical with his 
namesake of the Tiruppanangádu inscription. No. 103 of 1906 which belongs to the 
reign of Achyuta mentions the 98 castes included in the гаапдаг and valangai. Of the 
successors of Achyuta, Sadá$iva is represented in appendix B by 11 inscriptions and 
Ranga by a single record (No. 173 of 1906). 

61. A revised genealogical table of the first Vijayanagara dynasty based on the 
latest researches is annexed. The dates hitherto found for each of the members is 
added and references are also given for the earliest and the latest date of each of them.

Твае E runga НЕ the 17th (No. 199 of 1906) to the 28th 
year (about A.D. 967-8) of the king’s reign (No. 125 of 1906), which seems to be 
his latest date. In all the inscriptions of Kannara found at Jambai, the village is 


called Válaiyür or Vadagarai Válaiyür, i.e. Válaiyür on the northern bank of the river 
(Southern Pennar). 


64. Six víragals set up in the village of Embádi in the Punganfir Zamindart refer 
to the capture by some enemy of a village called Uppunelli (Nos. 578 to 583 of 1908). 
They are all in ancient characters assignable roughly to the 10th century A.D. One 
of them is dated in Saka-Samvat 887 (No. 580 of 1906) corresponding to A.D. 964-65. 
Я : This is probably the date of all of them. 
сны, А pore [ Va | jaladéva was at the time 
ruling Puli-nádu, during the reign of &1-ВаПаһа. The date falls into the reign of the 
Ráshtraküta king Krishna ПІ. But as far as we know at present, he was not called 
Sri-Ballaha or Sri-Vallabha. Among the Silaharas of Northern Konkan there were 
two kings named Vajjada (Bombay Gazetteer, Vol. 1., р 539) But we have no 
evidence to show that they had anything to do with the tract of country where these 
inscriptions have been found. The identification of Uppunelli is, however, not very 
difficult. No. 568 of 1906, dated apparently during the reign of Kulóttunga I. records 
the construction of a channel to the tank at Uppanelli in Vada-Puli-nádu. The rock 
on which this inscription is engraved, is below a big tank belonging evidently to 
the village of Uppanelli or Uppunelli, whose eapture by some enemy is referred to in 
the Embádi inscriptions. 
.65. In the Annual Report for 1899-00, paragraph 17, I mentioned a king named 
Párthivéndravarman and remarked that he might have been a feudatory of the 
Párthivéndravarman. Chóla king Aditya II.-Karikála, who took 
part in his war against the Pándya king 
Vira-Pándya.  Párthivéndravárman's dates hitherto known range from the 2nd to the 
13th year of his reign. During the period under review seven inscriptions of his 
time have been copied at Tirumálpuram near Conjeeveram. In two of them he is 
called * Párthivéndrádivarman, who took the head of Vira-Pandya’ (Nos. 266 and 
327 of 1906). Three (Nos. 207, 323 and 324 of 1906) mention a feudatory of 
Párthivéndravarman named Anaiyaman alias Paramandaládittanp. In No. 267 of 
1906, which eonsists partly of Tamil and partly of Sanskrit, the feudatory chief is 
said to have built of stone the central shrine of the Siva temple at Srimálpér and the 
enclosing mandapa. In the Tamil portion Anaiyaman is called Iládaráyar and is said 
to be the son of Tattáladigal. In the Sanskrit portion, a short genealogy of the chief 
is given. In the family of Sagara-Viráta, where Bhagiratha and others had been born, 
sprang Gunaratnasindhu. His son was king Anigópa. The son of tbe latter was

A family of local chiefs belonging to the father of Anaiyaman-Paramandaladitya. 
Bagara- Viráta dynasty. No. 324 ої 1906, which is considerably 
damaged, contains also a Sanskrit passage giving the ancestry of Anaiyaman. Here 
he is said to belong to the solar race. Їп this as well as in No. 323 of 1906 he is 
called Virátarájan. As the family to which Anaiyaman belonged is called Лада in 
one of them and Viráía in others, it may be concluded that the Tamil word мага, 
which one is accustomed to conneet with the country of Láta in Guzerát, has probably 
nothing to do with it but is а tadbhava of the Sanskrit Virdfa, the name of a country 
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in middle India (perhaps Berar). Vira-Chéla and Pugalvippavarganda of the Раћећа- 
pandavamalai iuseriptions (Ер. Ind Vol. IV. р: 139) might have belonged to the same 
family as Anaiyaman. From an inscription of Parántaka I. (ibid. Vol. VIL, p. 134) 
we learn that his son Rájáditya married a daughter of Падагауаг. How these chiefs, 
who claimed to be connected with the province of Viráta, came to settle in the Tamil 
country is a point on which no information is at present forthcoming.  Hángal in the 
Dharwar district of the Bombay Presideney, the capital of the later Kadambas. was in 
ancient times called Vairátapura, Virdtana-kéte. or Virátanagara ( Bombay Gazetteer, 
Vol. IL, p. 558). 

65. About the ancestors of Anaivaman we know very little. At Kaniyanür in 
the Arcot taluka of the North Arcot distriet is a Siva temple called Anigópanáthéávara. 
An inscription on a broken stone, which is lying on the ground close to a deserted 
Vishnu temple in the same village, is dated in the 24th year of the Chóla king 
Rájéndra-Chóla I. and gives the ancient name of the temple as Anigópa- Ушпарага, 
£e. the Vishnu temple of Auigópa (Dr. 
| . _Hultzsch’s Progress Report for February 
to April 1890). It is not unlikely that both the Siva and the Vishnu temples of the 
village were founded by the great-grandfather of the Viráta chief Anaiyaman. 

67. Five inscriptions in appendix В refer to the Chéra chief Vidugádalagiya- 
e The Chtra chief Vidugádalagiya-Perumi] 7 ет "hes have bern Тл. ai 
Laddigam and the A gastyakonda hill in the Punganfr Zamindári. Не is called Adigan 
Adhikéndra and Adigééan. Ніз capital was Ten-Tagadai and he claims to have over- 
come the Kádava, Mágada and the Ganga. Four of them are in Tamil verse (Nos. 544, 
545, 552 and 565 of 1906) and the fifth is partly in Sanskrit and partly in Tamil 
(No. 547 of 1906). In editing two inscriptions of this chief Professor Hultzseh 
remarked : *‘It may be assumed that the Páláru formed the northern boundary of 
the king’s territories and the Kávéri the,western one, while the southern Pennáru 
passes not far north-east from his capital Tagadür, the modern Dharmapuri ” (Ep. 
Ind. Vol. VI. p. 333). From the above-mentioned inscriptions it has to be concluded 
that the dominions of Vidugádalagiya-Perumál extended as far north ав Punganür. 
The Hoysala king Vishuuvardhana claims to have defeated Adiyama (Adigaimán in 
Tamil), the-Chóla feudatory who had been entrusted with the Ganga dominions. It 
was probably Vidugádalagiya-Perumál that completely restored Chóla dominion in the 
Ganga territory. As he was а feudatory of Kulóittunga ПІ. (A.D. 1178--1216) this 
reeovery of the lost province must have taken place about the end of the 12th century. 
Vidugádalagiya-Perumál is also mentioned in two inseriptions at Chengama in the 
South Arcot district, and we may, therefore, suppose that the territory over which he 
governed. extended from Punganür in the north to Chengama in the south. He 
must have contributed largely to the resuscitation, temporary though it might have 
been, of Chóla dominion in the north-western portion of their empire. 


68. No. 568 of 1906, from the rock known as Minikibanda in the Puüganür Zamin- 
dári, mentions a Ganga chief named 
Sokkanáyan, son of Nulambadévar. He 
bore the surname Ganga-Nulamban and the title Mulváy mandalikan and was apparently 
а feudatory of the Chóla king Kulóttunga I. Four later Ganga chiefs are represented 
in appendix B, viz.— 


(1) Uttamachéla-Ganga alias Senbakachehipati-Nàyanár (No. 549 of 1906). 

(2) Uttamaehóla-Gangan alas Vira Gangan Véttum Amarabaranan (No. 562 
of 1906). , 

(3) Uttamachóla-Ganga alias Selva-Ganga (Nos. 566 and 567 of 1906). 

(4) Selva-Ganga, son of Uttamaehóla-Ganga Padmadéva (No. 561 of 1906). 


According to Mr. Rice there was a chief named Vira-Ganga alias Uttamaehóla- 
Ganga, whose dates range from A.D. 1179 to 1225 (Ep. Carn. Vol. X. Introduction, 
р. xiii). No. (2) may be identical with this chief and with Uttamachéla-Ganga 
Véttum Amarábarana, for whose merit а gift was made to the temple of Irungélisvara- 
mudaiya-Náyanár at Koyarrfir alias Uttamachólapuram (the ancient name of 
Laddigam in the Punganür Zamindari) in the 9th year of the reign of the Chóla king 
Rájarája III. — A.D. 1224-25 (No. 551 of 1906). .No. (3) is probably the same as the 
Uttamachóla-Ganga alias Selva-Ganga, whose queen set up and consecrated an image

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of Tirunávukkaraéudéva in the Agastyéévara temple on the Agastyakonda hill in the 
Puhganür Zamindári during the reign of the Chóla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Virarájéndra-Chóladéva (No. 559 of 1906). No. (1) is not mentioned by Mr. Rice. 
while No. (4) may be the same as “ Padumi$eyan Uttama- Sóla-Ganga ” (КІ. 244) and 
* Ganga-Perumál, son of Padimadéva Uttama-Sdla-Ganga” (Kl. 242). 

69. Pernfijinga, who claims to be a Pallava and who subverted the Chóla 
‘sovereignty about A.D. 1231-32, is represented in the year's collection by seven 
inscriptions copied at Jambai and Elvanaéfr in the South Arcot district. They range 
in date from the 11th (Nos. 122 and 123 of 1906) to the 30th year (No. 159 ої 1906) 
( A.D. 1223-54 and 1272-73). No. 119 of 1906 from Jambai shows that the 
belief in the efficacy of human sacrifices 
existed in the thirteenth century as well. 
It is dated in A.D. 1255-56 and records а gift of land to the younger brother of a 
тап who cut off his own head in order that а mandapa which was being constructed 
might be completed. A somewhat similar incident is mentioned by the Portuguese 
chronicler Nuniz. In attempting to build a tank near Vijayanagar», Krishnaráya 
found that “ the work done in the day was destroyed each night.? The king consulted 
his astrologers, who insisted upon the necessity of sacrificing men or women or buffaloes. 
‘The king sent for all the prisoners who deserved death and ordered them there to be 
beheaded. With this the work advanced (Mr. Sewell’s Forgotten Empire, p. 365) 


70. No. 483 of 1906, from Chaudür in the Cuddapah district, is dated in Saka- 
Samvat 1114, the cyclic year Paridhávin, corresponding to A.D. 1192-93. It is 
dated during the reign of Sit big a МА gs atv улан "n: Hore 

А А of having levied tribute from Каћећа. 

Ne apd dann dieva CHO ан ба His барі was Vallürapura. From the 
name he may be taken for a Telugu-Chóda. Тһе characteristic titles are however 
missing. "Vallürapura is probably identical with Vallüru mentioned as the chief town 
ої the Mahárájapádi 7000 province (Ер. Ind. Vol. У. p. 206) and which is about 
eight miles north-west of Cuddapah. If there is any trüth in the boast of this chief 
that he levied tribute from Káfichi, it may be that he took part in the disturbances 
which led to the Chélas’ losing Káfichi, temporarily, subsequent to the reigu of Rájádhi- 
raja II. (Annual Report for 1904-05, paragraph 19). The town was regained by 
Kulóttunga ПІ. in or before A.D. 1196. Не is said to have © despatched matchless 
elephants, performed heroic deeds, prostrated to the ground the kings of the North, 
entered Kachehi when his anger abated and levied tribute from the whole Northern 
region." (South-Ind. Inscre., Vol. ПІ. р. 218). 


71. A later claimant to Chóla ancestry was the mahdmandalésvara Bhrammidéva- 
Chóla-Mahárája, grandson of a certain 
Bhrammidéva. The former was the wor- 
shipper of the divine and glorious feet of the god DBhóganátha of Pámidi. His in- 
scription is from Mópüru in the Cuddapah district and is dated in Saka-Sarvat 1231, 
the cyclic year Saumya, corresponding to A.D. 1309-10 (No. 506 of 1906). That 
there were chiefs claiming Chóla ancestry even during the later Vijayanagara period 
is apparent from Nos. 94, 174 and 479 of 1906. The first belongs to the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-NaraSingaráya and mentions apparently as his feudatory 
Rámaya-S0la-Mahárája, son of the Uraiyür-Chóla Pottaya-Sóla-Mahárája of the solar 
race and the KáSyapa-gótra. The Vijayanagara king Achyuta appears to have had 
two feudatories claiming descent from the Chólas. Опе of them was the mahdmanda- 
léévara Chéla-kulatilaka | Uraiyürpuravarádhi$vara Bógaiyadóva-Mahárája, son of 
Tippayadéva-Mahárája, mentioned in an inscription at Elvánáéür in the South Arcot 
district (No. 174 of 1906). The other was kamchiráju Rangayadéva-Chódamahá- 
rájulu referred to in a reeord at Gópavaram in the Cuddapah distriet (No. 479 of 
1906). The position which these two occupied under the Vijayanagara kings is plain 
from the fact that one of them made a grant for the merit of Achyuta under orders 
from a subordinate of his. 

72. At Danáyakankóttai in the Coimbatore district, whose Hoysala inscriptions 
have been already noticed (see paragraphs 47-51, above) is a Tamil record dated in Saka- 
Samvat 1419, the сусіїс year Pingala, corresponding to A.D. 1497-98 (Хо. 441 of 
1906). It mentions Vira-Nafijaráya-Udaiyar, who may be identical with the Ummat- 

Vira-Nañjarâya-Udai {йг chief Nañjarâya-Udaiyar (Ер. Carn., 
с а rT wk s Vol IV. ip. 27). The characteristic 
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titles of the Ummattür chiefs are, however, conspicuous by their omission in the: 
present inscription. Mr. Rice assigns A.D. 1482—94 for the Ummattür Nafija- 
raya-Udaiyar, and as the tract of country where the record has been found probably: 
belonged to ће Ummattür chiefs, it is not unlikely that the Vira-Nafijardya-Udaiyar- 
of the Danáyakankóttai inscription belonged to that family. 


73. At Pulivendla in the Cuddapah district is an inscription of the Vijayanagara. 
king Krishnaráya, dated in Saka-Samvat 1431, the cyclic year Sukla, corresponding to 
A.D. 1509-10. It records the gift of a village by Narasayyadéva-Maháráju of the 
Vasishtha-góíra and the Багуа-уатба, who claimed to be a descendant of Madhava- 
varman of Bezwada (No. 491 of 1906). 
Narasayyadéva-Maháráju was Ње 
younger brother of Basavaráju, son of 
Tammaráya and grandson of Vallabharáya. 
This aneestry enables us to identify him with Singayadéva-Mahárája who claims to 
have made substantial additions to the Kanakadurgá temple at Bezwada, in No. 329 
of 1892, dated in Saka-Samvat 1440 expired, the cyclic year Bahudhánya, correspond- 
ing to A.D. 1518-19. 


74. An inscription at Jambai in the South Arcot district (No. 127 of 1906), 
dated during the reign of ће Vijayanagara king Achyuta, mentions Vélür Bommu- 
Nayaka, who must be different from the Bommu- \дуака, son of Nágama-Náyaka 
referred to in two inscriptions at Tindivanam and Pernmukkal in the same district 
(Nos, 31 and 36 of 1905». It is also doubtful if Vélfr Bommu-Náyaka is identical 
with the Sinna-Bommu-Náyaka of Уб г, who was the patron of the Saiva philosopher 
Appayadikshita (Ep. Ind. Vol. ТУ. p. 271). [n fact, it may be argued that the plain 

ATA — Bommu-Náyaka of Vélür was distinct 
е о from and ‘earlier than the patron of 
Appayadikshita, who must have been called Sinna-Bommu-Ná&yaka in order to distin- 
guish him from an earlier chief of the same name. At Narasamangalam in the Arcot 
taluka of the North Areot district are three inscriptions, dated in Saka-Samvat 1560, 
the cyclic year Bahudhánya, corresponding to A.D. 1638-39 (Nos. 261, 262 and 
264 of 1906). They mention no king, but 
record that Venkatappa-Náyaka, son of 
Chennappa-Nayaka, built a tank at the 
village and called it Chennaságaram. The tank was provided with feeding channels 
from the river Pálár. It is not unlikely that the town of Madras is called Chenna- 
pattanam after the father of the builder of this tank, who was evidently known 
as Chennappa or Chenna. г

Samvat 1591 expired, the cyclic year Saumya, corresponding to A.D. 1669-70 
record gifts for the merit of Raghunathanaréndra (Хо.

Antiquities, Volume II), who also assigns the dates A.D. 1645-70 for him. Raghu- 
nátha is said to have defeated the forces of Tanjore jn a pitched battle and to have 
annexed the towns of Mannárkóvil, Pattukkóttai, Dévakóttai, Arundángi and 
Tiruválür. The Sétupati also defeated in two very severely eontested battles the 
invading king of Maisür at the request of the ruler of Madura and got from the latter: 
the villages of Tiruppüvanam, Tiruchilai and Pallimadai (ibid., р. 229 1.). 


76. The latest dated inscription in this year’s collection is No. 494 of 1906 from 
Pulivendla in the Cuddapah district. It belongs to the time of a Musalmán chief 
who calls himself Hajarati Mahammad Јарћага Sahébu and whose date is A.D. 
„А Muselman chief at Pulivendla in the 17th 1691-92. Ihave not beén able to trace 

century. this name in any of the reference books 

accessible to me, but believe it must be- 

that of a loeal chief exercising some authority ina portion of the Cuddapah district 

towards the close of the 17th century. The merchants and oilmongers are said to have- 

deserted the town of Pulvindhula (ге. Pulivendla) as they had been forced to supply 

provisions to the authorities on credit. The chief granted a charter to the merchants. 
that they should not be put to any compulsion.
